OELIVEIG ICE 



New York, July i. — Police re- 
serves were called to quell sev- 
eral street disorders early today 
when the American Ice company 
made an effort to break the 
strike of the delivery wagon 
drivers. The company hired 
several score of strikebreakers 
and issued an ultimatum that if 
the strikers did not return to 
work today the new men would 
be put in their places. When 
the wa|;oas, driven by strike- 
breakers, drove from the com- 
pany's pier on the East river 
early today, a crowd of men set 
upon the drivers, using clubs 
and bricks. The police charged 
the crowd, which finally fell 
back. Two policemen were then 
assigned to each wagon. More 
trouble occurred in Avenue C, 
when a score of nien set upon a 
driver, but were beaten off by 
the police. One hundred and 
fifty police reserves have been 
detailed to prevent disorder 
arising at the company's pier, 
where the ice is discharged from 
the boats. 

The ice company declares to- 
day that the strike is broken and 
that it can employ all the men 
needed to fill positions of the 
strikers. The company says 
there is not a sign of an ice 
famine.

This in- 
stance Is only one of many others and 
goes to prove that not only the Indian 
is lucky down here, but there is rot>ni 
for the college V»red chap to broaden 
out into a capitalist by a little energy 
and close attention to business. 

Galbraith and Chesley, two tenderfeet 
from the broad prairus of Oklahoma, 
heard aljout the riches to be titciuired 
in Indian Territory oil. They got to- 
gether their little mite and came over 
to Tulsa. Their initial work served 
only to involve them and they had to 
take in tenderfoot No. 3 from Oklahoma 
City in the person of a banker, who 
turned out to be his own angel as well 
as theirs. They drilled No. 1 Glenn 
south of Tulsa some twelve miles and 
brought in their first big well and sub- 
sequent drilling east of it showed that 
if they had drilled 500 yards fartlur 
east that would have been their finish, 
as they got their first well on the east 
edge of the pool which was to be 
proven as the greatest oil pool of the 
world. They have put themselves in 
the millionaire colunm and the Glenn 
pool In something over one year has 
produced over $8.00C>,0(tO worth of oil at 
an average of 40 cents per barrel- 
about as much as the total production 
of gold of the Nevada gold fields last 
year without any noist or bluster or 

bragg. 

The Glenn pool was first opened up 
In the early spring of 1&»« a.id today it 
is capable V' producing as much oil as 
Pennsylvania. New York, West Vir- 
ginia. Ohio and Indiana and it covers 
an area but a little better than three 
miles wide by four miles in length and 
its limits have not yet been fully de- 
fined bv the drill. The Glenn pool is 
but one of many other pools of lesser 
importance. . 

The Indian is not only leasing his 
land to the oil operator, but he has 



turned operator himself in a great 
! many instances and many of them have 
i a production which would make the 
I Eastern oil operator turn green with 
envy. It is true that some of them 
are careless with their in<omes from 
royalties and bonusses and throw their 
money away with reckless prodigality, 
but not more so than his white lirother. 
Some of them are given to buying fine 
carriages, piano.^ and in one rase an 
Indian bought a hearse whrn the stock 
of carriages had been exhausted. It is 
not an unconmion sight driving through 
the country to see a piano sitting by 
the doorway of a sm-'iH .shanty or 
perched on the shady siJt- of the house. 
Generally, however, they are capable 
of driving a good bargain and the per- 
centage of tducation among them Is 
about as good as found in most West- 
ern sections.

Col. Robert L. Owen, who 
will compare favorably with tlie states- 
men from any of the states of the ef- 
fete East. He is ,a splendid specimen 
of scholar and gentlemen. Just watch 
the Indian of the new state when he 
gets his freedom from offif^ial Wash- 
ington.

Vew York Sun: The reminiscent man 
ir>' UiP box party that was watching a 
Iferforimxncrof ''Uncle Tom's Cabin" 
told this story: 

••Quite a contest grew out of the pre- 
sentation of this play an.l that tear 
starter 'East Lynne' in the Missouri 
town where I was a prominent citizen. 

"This nUiy came along first and did 
a one night stand In the courthou.se. 
Th-»re was no theater building in the 
town A murder trial was on at the 
County seat, but the Judge considerate- 
ly adjourned poceedings early one 
afternoon in order to give the stage 
manager an opportunity of fixing up a 

platform. , „, » 

"The manager was the Simon Legree 
of the cast. To most of the audience 
the play was new. The court itself 
saw it for the fifst time that night. 



"The next day. and in fact for many 
days thereafter, the play and the mur- 
der trial constituted the main topics in 
the county seat. A few months had 
passed when another eonipany — it was 
called a troupe, if I get it straight in 
my mind— struck the town with the 
great emotional drama 'East Lynne.' 

"That was entirely new to the people 
who attended pluys. I doubt If the book 
had <iVor been heard of up to the time 
when the play was billed. Plays were 
few and far apart out there. 

The in.inager had to stand a cross- 
examination by the county court before 
permission was granted to put on the 
piece. Tlie presiding justice of the 
bench of three was particular to have 
it understood that no dancing was to 
be done and that no nigger was to be 
in the piece. He liad obJe<'ted to the 
"Uncle Tom' drama on account of the 
prominence given to the colored popu- 
lation. 

"The play hit the town and by par- 
ticular request of the real .society the 
piece was repented, I reckon there 
was more weeping over that piece than 
had ever been seen in any church in 
the town. 

"A short time after the teary drama 
had departed a land company In the 
county seat was locating and laying 
out townsites along a branch railroad 
that was Just being completed In the 
country. One of the sites came up for 
naming, 

"The company was divided. Some 
wanted to call the new town Uncle 
Tom"s Cabin, others wanted It called 
Ea.st Lynne. The debate for choice was 
animated. The sheriff of the county, 
who was ex-officio preshlent of the 
land company, suggested that the ques- 
tion be submitted to tiie people of the 
township in which the townslte wa« 
laid out. 

"I believe there wsis a debate about 
It In one of the school houses in which 
the forensic ability of the county was 
drawn upon. The old proslavery cle- 
ment was In the ascendency, and that 
of course was strenuously opposed to 
perpetuating the work of an abolition- 
ist, as Mrs. Stowe was called In th.at 
settlement. The election was held and 
East Lvnne won out, and there the 
town was built, and It is on the maps 
of Missouri today and Is a thriving vll- 

"So far as I know It is the only East 
Lvnne in the United .Stat»-s, and I am 
sure it is the only town in the Union 
whose name wa.s given It In the m:»n- 
ner I haver mentioned. Come to think 
of it Uncle Tom's Cabin would have 
been "a queer name for a town. But It 
was seriously considere d."

The American flag and the colors of 
the order were placed on every grave. 
On every grave also, was placed a pot- 

' ted geranium, in bloom, which will live 
until winter. Before the floral tributes 

' were placed on the mounds, members 
of the uniform rank, under command of 
Col. O. H. Nichols, formed a triangle 
about the grave and pronounced the 
ritual of the order. 

Although he was not a member of 
the Knights of Pythias, the grave of 
Dr. C. C. Salter, founder of the Bethel 
and a very charitable man, was dec- 
orated, a tribute to the memory of a 
man whom the Pythlans admired. 

In the morning, the Pythlans listen- 
ed to a Memorial day sermon preached 

in the Endion M. E. church by the pas- 
tor, Rev. John W. Powell. Rev. Mr. 
Powell's topic was •"Brotherhood." 

In the course of his sermon, Mr. 
Powell paid a tribute to the late H. C. 
Withrow, whose tragic end came last 
week in Montana, and who was a mem- 
ber of the Knights of Pythias. 

Mr. Powell lookAf at "Brotherhood" 
from a broad point of view. He said in 
part; ; . 

"The growth of the spirit of brother- 
hood is one of the mopt noteworthy, 
developments of the Nineteenth cen- 
tury. It has shown -Itself in almost 
every department of human life. In 
1901 the fraternal crders of this country 
numbered more than 6,000,000 members. 
In these orders, drawn from every 
rank of society and every walk of 
lift', men meet together on common 
K' round. 

"The distinctions of wealth and po- 
sitions are, in theory altogether, and 
in practice to a large degree obliterated. 
By ritual and precept the obligations 
of brotherly kindness are enforced, and 
many unobstruslve deeds of charity and 
kindness are done in the name of the 
i<Klge. 

"Let us not be too sure that the 
modern man who doesn't go to church 
very regularly and prefers hts Sunday 
l«apers to most sermons he hears, 
but who will back Pi-esident Roosevelt 
to the uttermost in his fight for the 
square deal, and who through his lodge 
and his business associations Is grow- 
ing every day in the spirit of brotherly 
kindness and charity— let us not be too 
sure that this man is less truly rellgl

Belleville, 111., July 1.— After fasting 
since May 30, Dr. I. J. Eales broke his 
fast yesterday by taking a .small quan- 
tity of malted milk. His fast was In- 
stituted to test his theory that total 
abstinence from food for a period la 
beneficial. After taking his malted milk 
he said he would fast for twenty-four 
hours longer to aecertain what effect 
the nourishment would have upon his 
system. 

Beginning his fast at 192 pounds, he 
has lost twenty-eight pounds. His chest 
measure has been reduced from forty- 
three to forty Inches, and his waist 
from forty-four to thirty-four inches. 
He exercised with weights of seventy- 
five and 100 pounds, and lifted a man 
weighing 225 pounds to de<monslrate 
that his strength has not diminished. 
During all his fast his only nourish- 
ment has be^-n copious draughts of dla- 
tilled water.

The pathos •>( t'cs terrible I »ss of life cannot be con- 
veyed by figures. It 13 necessary to imagine the e*ect 
of these losses up )n the victims and their dependents. 
The average wage paid in this country is only a few 
hundreds of dollars a year. While many workmen get 
large wages from which they should be able to save 
enough to protect them and their families, the average 
workman does well to pay his living expenses and those 
of his family as he t?oes. When the breadwinner is taken 
away in this mar.ner, or when he is deprived of his abil- 
ity to earn a Uvjmk by an accident that prevents him 
from resuming his occupation, what is ahead of that 
family except starvation or the poorhouse? 

That is why President Roosevelt thinks the employer 
should be responsible in damages for accidents to his 
employed. The employer i.s able to stand the risk; the 
employe is not. The employer has full charge of con- 
ditions surrounding the workmen, the employer has no 
voice whatever in them. If empbiycrs were legally re- 
sponsible f )r injury by accident, they would have a 
far greater interest in keeping conditions is -ife as pos- 
sible than they have now, when it is easy to get more 
employes to replace those removed by accidental injury, 
and when suits f'>r damages can be successfully resisted 
by tlie wealth and p o'.vr oi the employer.

You can searcely pick up a paper without reading of 
some human brute who has taken the law into his own 
hands and killed a fellow human being, and who is suc- 
cessfully fooling blind justice with the plea that when 
he committed the crime he was suffering from a "brain- 
-.torm." and that though he has since recovered, he ought 
t ) be perniittetl to 

It IS i^ettmg to be so much of an old story that it is 
curious indeed that juries can still be found that will 
lend their aid to such absurd obstruction of the progress 
r)i justice. 

Througl: t>.e impulse of one grievance or another, a 
man kills Ins wife, his mother-in-law, his friend or his 
enemy. He is arrested. He goes to jail. He has an 
interview with his attorney. Thereupon the attorney 
ii> overs that his client was insane when he did the 
killing, and he goes into court and makes the jury be- 
lieve that silly story, thereby securing a verdict of 
acquittal. 

It lor>ks very much as though the only people in con- 
p.e.tion with most of these incidents who can reason- 
at»ly be suspected of having impaired mental faculties 
are the members of the jury who let one of the most 
heinous offences in the calendar go unpunished through 
fatuous belief in the "brainstorm" theory. 

If this keeps up human life is going to develop a 
cheapness that has never been deemed possible, because 
it seemed already to be about as cheap as it could pos- 
sibly be. .\s ;t was. only a painfully small number of 
homicides were being punished in this country, and the 
condition was a blot upon the nation. The weak, feeble 
"brainstorm" theory is making conditions still worse.

George R. Finch, a wealthy manufacturer of Glens 
Falls, made a will leaving his wife an annuity of $25,000 
a year so long as slie remained u: d. The will 

further provided that in :a-.e Mrs. I'inch married again. 
hmlf of the estate, said to be worth $500,005. should go 
to George N. Ostrander, an .Mbany lawyer who was 
Fitch's legal adviser and personal friend. Fmch died 
with the will standing thus. 

Probably the last thing that would have occurred 
to Mr. Finch, in his desire to prevent his wife from re- 
marrying, was that she would marry Ostrander, particu- 
larly as the latter already had a wife.

An Idea oF Weather May be Gained 
From Old Data. 

Although It cannot be taken as a fore- 
cast, the data which has been compiled 
by the local weather bureau covering a 
period of thirty-six years gives one an 
idea of the weather to expect during the 
comlns month of July. 

It is shown by the records that the nor- 
mal temperature for July for thirty-six 
years has been 66 degs. The warmest 
hionth was in 1881, when there was an 
average temperature of 72 degs. In 1821 
the coldest month occuiTed. when the 
average temperature was 61 degs., and the 
highest temperature was !,& degs. on July 
1 1883. The lowest was 45 degs. on July 2, 
18J«. 

The average amount of rainfall has 
been computed at 3.65 inches. On July 2 
and 3, 18^7, the greatest amount of pre- 
cipitation occurred in any consecutive 
twenty-four hours and was 4.20 Inches. 
The average number of clear days have 
been 10, partly cloudy days 15, and cloudy 
dai s 6. 

The prevailing winds have been from the 
northeast and have liad an average velo- 
city of twelve miles an honr.

result of continuously brood- 
ing over the fact that he had a 
thought he had divulged some of the 
secrets of the Masonic order and a 
mental unbalancement brought on by 
disease, H. C. Withrow of Duluth, 
Minn., took his life early yesterday 
morning. He was a brother-in-law 
of W. C. Crum of this city and had 
been visiting at hi.s home for the 
past two weeks. An inquest was 
h'.'ld last night in Herrmann's un- 
dertaking rooms. The following ver- 
dict was arrived at by the jury: 
"H. C. Withrow came to his death 
on the morning of June 118, as a 
result of carbolic acid administered 
by his own hand while insane." 

Several witnesses were called to 
testify in regard to the physical and 
mental condition of the man and 
the cau.se of his death. Dr. William 
C. Riddell was the first witness. He 
said he met Withrow for tlie first 
time last week, when he was on a 
Jury to inquire into the sanity of 
the man. The doctor said Withrow 
had delusions during which he 
claimed he had told some of the 
things pertaining to .Masonry. 

The insanity commission, consisting 
of Doctors Riddell and Saail, found 
the man insane and ordered him 
committed to Warm Springs. He 
was taken to the state asylum and 
the next day, according to Dr. 
Riddell, Withrow came into his office 
and surprised the doctor by telling 
him that he was not crazy and they 
wouldn't have him at Warm Springs. 
Doctor Riddell said there 
doubt about the insanity 
man and that it was of a 
nent nature. The doctor 
said that Withrow was failing rap- 
idlv physically and came here to 
regain his health. He suffered from 
delusions which caused great men- 
tal anxiety. 

W. C. Crum, brother-in-law of 
Withrow, said the latter had come 
to his home about two weeks ago, 
accompanied by his mother, for a 
short visit, and the benefit of his 
health. He was broken down men- 
tally and though appearing rational 
at times, was unbalanced at others. 



His condition became so serious that 
his relatives became alarmed and 
called in Dr. Salvail, the family phy- 
sician. It was about two years agtf 
that Withrow became affected physi- 
cally and about eight months ago 
his mother and sister planned for 
him to come West. He had nervous 
prostration and was despondent, but 
after treatment in Eastern hosi»itals 
he became better and returned to 
his business In Duluth. 

TOOK LAUDANUM. 
Mr. Crum said that once Withrow 
went down town to get shaved and be- 
fore returning went to Parchen's drug 
store, where he purchased an ounce of 
laudanum. The next morning he got up 
at 4 o'clock and started to take it. He 
had taken about one-half of it and aft- 
erwards slept until the family became 
alarmed. An order for his commitment 
to Warm Springs was then secured. 
The doctor at the asylum advised the 
family to have Withrow placed in an 
Institution where he could be given 
special' treatment and this was goingf 
to be done when he committed suicide. 
"He imagined that he was continual- 
ly doing wrong while, as a matter of 
fact, he was a man who had always 
led an exemplary life and had a high 
standing in his own community," said 
Mr. Crum. 

Dr. Salvail testified that he had treat- 
ed Withrow and that he suffered from 
grievous nervous troubles. He w.is 
j afraid he was going to bwome insane 
'and said that he would rather die tboil 
live the way he was living. 

WANTED TO MAIL LETTER. 
Richard Crum said he was sleeping \% 
the same room with Withrow, who re* 
i tired about 9 o'clock Thursday nights 
About 4 o'clock Fridaj' morning With* 
j'ow got out of bed and tcdd the two 
Crum boys he was going to the post- 
,ofl!ice. He said he wanted to mail a let- 
:ter to his brother-in-law in Duluth and 
askt^d the boys if they were afraid to 
let him go alone. They persuaded him io 
1 return to bed. "I'hey then fell asleep and 
! awoke about 6 o'clock. Withrow was 
j lying with his head towards the wall 
and one of the toys remarked that 'ne 
thought his uncle was dead. An in- 
ivestlgation proved this to be true. In 
'order to get the acid Withrow had to 
go down stairs, where he took it, and 
;then came back. This was all done fO 
quietly that the boys sleeping in th^ 
same room were not disturbed. From 
the position of Withrow and the con- 
dition of the bed clothing there were 
no signs of strugglir.g. The letter to 
his brother-in-law was found in hia 
night gown and read: "Let matter bew 
Health better."

The stilt in admiralty of John 
VVanless^, the local submarine engin- 
eer, against the steamer BuffaJo, for 
damages on account of the tearing 
up of the water main across the Du- 
luth ship canal, last fall, which will 
be heard by Judge Morris of the 
lederal court tomorrow, will be 
unique In Che fact that it is said to 
be the first case of tlie sort to be 
started in the federal courts since 
18:; 4. when Judge Storey of the United 
States suprtme^ bench was a prac- 
ticing attorney and appeared in 
what has ever s>inc« been i-*-garded as 
the famous admiralty case. 

Mr. Wanless had a contract with 
the city to lay the water and gas 
mains acro.ss the Duluth ship canal, 
and he had just about con>pleted the 
work, hut had not made the connec- 
tions on either side of the canal, 
when the steamer Buffalo, passing 
out the canal, lost her anchor over- 
board, the heavy Iron dragging until 
It caught and WTenehed out of posi- 
tion the mains at the bottom of the 
canal. The anchor was torn off and 
was found by Mr. Wanless when he 
made a survey of the damage done. 

As the city had not yet acce.pte<l 
the mains across the canal, it was 
up to Mr. Wanless to seek damages, 
and he started a suit in almiralty 
against the steamer Buffalo, instead 
of the owners of the boat. 

A. L. Agatin of this city represents 
Mr. Wanless and John H. Norton, 
count.v attorney, represents the own- 
ers of the Buffalo. 

Mr. Wanless' suit Is one In admir- 
alty, ajid his contention is similar 
to that in the famous Storey admir- 
alty case of 1824. The law provides 
that the federal courts shall have 
jurisdiction in maritime and admir- 
alty cases, but it is claimed by the 
legal fraternity that there is very 
httle in the law which describes the 
scope ot the admiralty ca.«es. Judge 
Storey is said to be the only one that 
attempted to work out some definite 
scope, but the tendency of the courts 
ever since the Storey case has been, 
it is said, to extend the scope a little. 

Mr, Norton, counsel for the Buf- 
falo's owners, will, it is understood, 
lake issue to the contentions of Mr. 
Wanless, on the ground that the c-ase 
is not within the jurisdiction of the 
federal court. If the co<urt holds that 
it Is not, a case In admiralty. Mr, 
Wanless will be without recourse for 
damages, as his action is directed 
against the boat and not the owners. 

The ca.so will be watched with in- 
terest, as it is likely to open the way 
for a ruling by the court that may 
establish a very Important precedent. 
The hearing tomorrow is for an or- 
der dismissing the action, on the 
ground of no juridiction.

FIGHT IN CORN FIELD 

Has Cost Victor Nearly $5,009 in Fines 
and Costs. 

Crawfordville. Ind., July 1. — Jacob 
Wolverton of Brown township has paid 
off the $3,000 judgment in the civil case 
which was recently compromised, 

wherein he was the defendant and 
Clifford Dewey was the plaintiff. The 
two men had a fighi in a corn field on 
the farm of Mr. Wolverton in which 
Dewey, the farm hand, came out second 
best because of a pocket knife which 
was wielded with serious effect by the 
land owner. 

The defendant was fined $1,000 and 
costs in a criminal action, but this fine 
he did not pay, as he will make an 
effort to get Governor Hanly to remit 
this unusually heavy penalty.

HOW CAN THEY DIRECT? 

We have heard a g'jod deal in recent years about 
the duty of directors, and about directors that do not 
direct but draw their pay for sitting in a board room 
and looking wise while some trusted president of their 
corporation tell, thcni how things are going. 

Tin- new "Directory of Directors" shows once more 
that wjth a few men holding so many directorship:*, it is 
a physical impossibility for them to attend to their 
dutu-s, and that until the places are distributed more 
widely, directors who do not direct but are mere figure- 
heads must be the rule. 

One man, William H. Xewnian. ii a director in 119 
corporations. Of course he cannot be active in all of 
these Indeed, if he attends strictly to his duties in two 
or three large enterprises he is doing all that one man 
should do. There are others that approach him closely 
in the number of such positions they hold. F. D. Under- 
w.'i is a director ni ei>;hty corporations, William K. 
Vanderhilt holds seventy-three such positions. E. V. Ros- 
sitcr holds sixty-nine, and Chauncey M. Depew still 
clings to sixty-four directorships, though in ii;o4 he held 
teo more such positions. 

Of course the situation is not quite so serious as the 
figures would indicate. Many of tlicse corporations are 
merely subsidiary, such as the many corporations that 
are subsidiary to tlie United States Steel corporation. 
All .jt ilieac corporations are to continue their existence, 
and ivnist have -lirrct t.. !)Ut the real directing is done by 
the few men who cuurol the destinies of the steel cor- 
poration it3elt. With the management centralized, as 
it is in this case, no particular harm is done if the same 
men make up the boards of directors of the subsidiary 
corporations, because no very strenuous attention to 
these small concerns is required of them. 

The table of directors given below tells some inter- 
esting history. For instance, in i<)04 James H. Hyde 
was a director in forty-seven cori>orations. Since then 
things have happened, and now Mr. Hyde is a director 
in but thirteen concerns, and he is probably not main- 
taining a very certain hold on these. Thomas F. Ryan, 
in the course of his preparation to retire from active 
businesi life, is a director in only nine corporations, 
while in 1905 he was a member of thirty-two boards. 
John D. Rockefeller has been and still is a director in 
but one corporation, the Standard Oil company.

vanccd stage. For that matter, people in an advanced 
stage of consumption had probably better remain at 
home, instead of seeking far-off resorts like Texas and 
.•\rizona. Those who have visited such resorts report 
that hundreds of patients come there when the disease 
has progressed so far that hope of cure is gone. So 
they die far from home and friends and relatives, when 
their lives might have been prolonged and made more 
comfortable if they had been cared for at home. 

The idea that consumptives must travel for relief is 
not so strong as it was. anyway. Though warm, dry 
climates like those of Southern Texas and Arizona arc 
well suited to the cure of consumption, there are few 
places in the North where good, wholesome fresh air, the 
greatest medicine that has been discovered, is not avail- 
able. So long as the climate is not too harsh, an out- 
door life almost anywhere will cure consumption in its 
early stages. 

Texas has a perfect right, of course, to treat con- 
sumption just as it would treat yellow fever, and to 
establish a quarantine against it. However, without a 
cordon of examining physicians stationed all around the 
borders of the state assisted by guards, it will liave con- 
siderable of a time carrying out its plan.

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PREMATURE CELEBRATIONS. 

The lui placed by the police department upon prema- 
ture celebrations of the Fourth of July has not been 
seriously disturbed as yet, but occasionally one edge may 
be seen to lift a little, and out from under it will dart a 
small boy who. after setting off a startling firecracker or 
daringly snapping a toy pistol, darts back under its cover 
again. 

Of coTirse the police force would have to be a regi- 
ment or two, with each man possessed of eyes on all 
sides of his head, to prevent this sort of thing, but par- 
ent-, who have respect for peace and the law and who 
want their hopefuls brought up to be law-abiding and 
orderly might help the police in this matter it they would. 

Another thing parents might do, not so much for the 
sake of the community as for their own peace of mind 
and the comfort and safety of their boys, is to place the 
bar of parental disapproval upon the deadly toy pistol 
and the equally dangerous cannon cracker. 

The Minnesota legislature passed a law last winter 
forbidding the sale or use of these dangerous imple- 
ments of celebration, but through some silly regard for 
the feelings of merchants who had laid in their stocks, 
the law was made effective ne.xt year, and not this year. 

But the danger is just as great this year as it will be 
ne.xt year, and parents should take the place of the law 
and save their children by forbidding the use of these 
things. When you think how many hopeful young lives 
have been snutTed out by the dangerous toy pistol it is 
remarkable indeed to find that a large number of Duluth 
parents have already supplied their boys with these 
deadly weapons, though they must know that they are 
giving them the means of committing unintentional sui- 
cide. 

Parents, in the interests of the public peace, should 
cooperate with the police in preventing premature cele- 
brations, and in the interests of their own happiness and 
peace of mind they should take the toy pistols and can- 
non crackers away from the children.

CONSUMPTION QUARANTINE. 

The state of Texas, part of which has long been a 
haven of refuge in which those suffering from con- 
sumption have sought relief and cure, has decided that 
it doesn't want such settlers, and it is therefore an- 
nounced that the state health officer has debarred from 
the state all persons suffering from consumption "in an 
acute degree." 

It is proposed to make the quarantine very rigid. Dr. 
Brumby, the health officer, has lately returned from a 
tour of investigation in Southern Texas, where he said 
he found many people who had recently come into the 
state suffering from tuberculosis. They came there, of 
course, in search of health, because there are parts of 
the state that are considered well adapted to that pur- 
pose. In these places the air is dry and crisp and 
wholesome, and the climate suited to outdoor living. 

This is not very neighborly on the part of Texas, 



WOMEN IN COURT. 

There were two features ot the recent trial of Judge 
Loving in Virginia, for the murder of the young man 
whom he asserted was the betrayer of his daughter, that 
wtre worth remembering. 

One was that no women attended the hearings and 
listened hungrily to the sensational testimony. 

The other was that when the girl who was the cen- 
tral figure of the tragedy was placed on the stand to give 
her terrible testimony, the judge ordered the court room 
cleared of all except those that had to be there. 

The Nashville Banner, in discussing this trilil, says 
that this is the Southern way, and contrasts it with the 
Northern way in a manner very disparaging to the way 
of the North in such matters. 

If this is the way of the South, it is a good way, and 
the North will do well to imitate it. 

There is nothing more disgusting about the conduct 
in the North of criminal trials involving salacious testi- 
mony than the way women throng the courtrooms, 
listening brazenly and unashamed to the revolting evi- 
dence. It is clear enough that that evidence is just 
exactly what brought most of them to the courtroom. 

It is had eu'Migh to have the courtrooms in which 
such trials are held filled with men of prurient minds, 
but it is discouraging and debasing to find women there 
as well. It is pleasant to know that there is one place 
in the country, anyway, where the women think enough 
of themselves to keep away from such places. 

The recent Thaw trial is merely an example of thou- 
sands of others in furnishing discomforting contrasts to 
this Stnithern trial. The Thaw courtroom was filled to 
overtl'>wing at all times, and numbers of women listened 
to the evidence throughout with avidity. 

Furthermore, when Evelyn Thaw told the story of 
her shame it was before a courtroom packed, as it had 
been thrf)nghout, by listening seekers for sensation. 
When Miss Loving had to go upon the witness stand 
in Virginia and tell a similar story, the judge, with fine 
courtesy and a kindly regard for her feelings, made 
everybody go out of the room whom duty did not call 
there. 

If this Loving trial can be taken as an evidence of the 
way they do these things in the South, it is clear that 
they do them better there than they do here, for the 
Thaw trial is a fair enough example of the way such 
hearings are conducted in the North. 

Nobody should make the mistake of judging the 
women of the North by those who sit through such 
cases. For every one that would so degrade herself, 
there are many thousands that could not be dragged 
into such a courtroom unless stern duty forced them to 
attend. 

And it should be said further that as to the exclusion 
of spectators while the self-convicting evidence of 
women is being heard, such action has often been taken 
by judges in the North as well as in the South.

"The first Sunday the town In question 
wore Its lid all right. There were no 
drunks in evidence. Everything was very 
ordt-rly, despite the fact that a lll>eral 
assortment of bottled goods had been dl.s- 
pose<l of Saturday night. Things ran along 
so nicely that the reform element was 
highly gratified, and the other element 
was very much cast down. Then a lead- 
ing saloonkeeper hit upon a scheme for 
putting the lid people to flight. It was 
nothing more nor leas than to hire men to 
get drunk and expose themselves in pub- 
lic places, where they would be seen and 
arrested. Under the agreement they 
wei-e to get all the bodfee they could hold, 
their flues were to be paid, and they 
were to l>e given H cash every time they 
were arrested on Sunday. 

"Of course, all this did not leak out 
until a long time afterwards. It wasn't 
hard to get volunteers, under the attrac- 
tive inducements, and the second Sunday 
that the lid was in evidence the town 
was anything but orderly. Drunks were 
raising a row on every corner, and some- 
thing like fifteen of them were arrested. 
They appeared at intervals during tho 
day, and were particularly numerous 
when the people were going to and from 
church The following Sunday more re- 
cruits had Joined the ranks of the booze-

HONEST SCBLPTER 

Who Worked for Love to 

Beautify Pennsylvania 

Capitol. 

Ilarrlsburg. Pa., July 8.— In all the muck 
of crime, malfeasance, fraud, traitorous 
robbery of the commohw«iUh and even 
diFhonor amongr thieves that has been 
revealed by tho turning of the limelight 
o; investigation upoa tho Pennsylvania 
state capltol scandal, there stands forth 
one heroic, ma«:nlhcent and. withal, pa- 
thetic figure — George Orey Barnard, Am- 
erican born and held by the critics of art 
to be the greatest sculptor of the age. 
Surrounded on every hand Ijy men whose 
hands reek with the fllih of their thiev- 
ing, this maa stands penniless and stain- 
less. 

Barnard was i>ersuad>M by Architect 
Jostph M. Huston to become sculptor for 
the capitol and was promised a contract 
for JTW.OOO. He mapped out a monumental 
scheme of statuary for the building. Then 
Huston went to him with a long face and 
told him the contract would have to be 
reduced to $300,000. 

"This la my native state." responded 
the sculptor; "I do not care for the money 
except for my needs."" 

Then Huston came again with apolo- 
gies and a contract for JlijO.OOO and void- 
ing all orders for additional work to the 
amount of J;i00.000. 

Barnard signed the contract and was 
rc(juired to give a bond which cost him 
J:.0,000. To pay for the bond he hypote- 
caied his life insurance. 

He went to France and set up his 
studios. For three years ho worked. He 
ran out of money and over and over again 
cabled and wrote to Huston. 

Houston would not answer. Barnard 
df.spalred. called his workmen together 
and dlacliaigod them. He could not pay 
them. 

They would not quit and worked on for 
fourteen months without pay. and plaster 
models of the statuary for the state cap- 
itol were completed. 

Then Huston countermanded the con- 
tract. 

Barnard peddled antlqu'^s in France un- 
til he earned enough nionoy to pay his 
workmen. Then ho caiuo to America and 
told his story to the c^ptol investigating 
committee. 

He begs only for enous^i money to have 
turned Into marble a $mf of tiie statues 
that an3 still In plaster^aAd to bring them 
•o this country and set them up m the 
capltol. Tho state still owes hlni about 
J-Jo.Oi» on the JIOO.OOO contract and Gover- 
nor Stuart Is trying Co arrange some 
tran.sactlon whereby th6 sculptor sliall be 
compensated as he deserVes.

Tho total for 
the month was 1.5» inches and the 
greatest rainfall in any twenty-four 
hours was 1.03 inches on June 10. Tho 
average rainfall for the month in thir- 
ty-seven years was 4.45 inches. 

The prevailing winds have been from 
the northeast with an average hourly 
velocity of 11.3 miles, and a maximum 
velocity for five minutes" period was 
fifty-two miles an hour from the no«"lh* 
west on June 16. 

During the month there were eleven 
clear days, twelve partly cloudy, and 
seven cloudy days.

Will the r>ermanent im-provement 
fund s-tand the strain? 

This is the question which Is being 
asked when niew i-mprovernents come 
up. The Rains^^y street job, ordered 
by the council last night; is one of 
those crlticaJly situated in this re- 
spect, and whether it can be let tliis 
yt-ar 8t<2>ms to depend largely upon 
the size of the contribution made to 
the revolving fund by the county of 
St. Louis at the annual settlemejit. 

Thi.s amount will be known in a few 
days. 

As the contract for Fourth avenue 
west was onc.^ let, it is probable that 
the mont-y in the fund to l^alaJice the 
amount of that contract will be suf- 
hcient to cover it under the changed 
conditions, aiid the work caji be let 
without doubt. .Tht-re is, according to 
Comptroller McCormick, about $11,083 
in the fund at present, which will 
cover the L,ak^ avenue paving job. 

The advajice assessmesnts for the 
Fourth avejiuo wtst job and the L<ake 
avenue work are due to bring about 
Jir.,<MK) in the near future, and the 
amount of the county's donation is 
in doubt. 

There is no question but that if 
the Ramsey street job ha*i to wait 
for ItK own assessment it will not 
go through this year, as by the time 
the assessment has been made, 
bids have been advertised for, a 
choice of pave^ment made, etc., the 
very earliest date at which it co^uld 
be commenced Is i^Kl. 1. it is, how- 
ever, the next big job after the Ijake 
avenue paving, and the $15,000 on 
advance assessmentis mentioned 

above, as well as the county's dona- 
tion, will go toward it. The amount 
of the engineer's estimate, which 
must be in the fund before the con- 
tract is let, is las.OfO. L.asl yea.r the 
county's contribution was only $l.^i,0O0, 
but it is exjxcted that it will be 
.'x>mewhal grt^ater this yea.r. Wlu-ther 
it will be sufflcienl to make up the 
total of I3S.U00 is a bothers<.>me 
question. 

By next week the work on the East 
end paving job will begin to show that 
progress which the East enders have 
been so anxiously looking for. The tar 
macadam plant at Twentieth avenue 
east will start Monday, unforseen de- 
lays having occurred up to this time. 

As the rock foundation is c(»mplete 
for a goodly portit)n of Jefferson street, 
the work of laying the tar macadam 
will be Ijegun at the Thirteenth avenue 
tnd of the job and will be rushe<l at 
the rate of about two blocks a day 
until the big mixer at Twentieth ave- 
nue is reached. By this time it is ex- 
pected that the rock foundation on 
twenty-fourth avenue east will be 
complete and the surface will be laid 
there. Meanwhile the rock foundation 
on Jefferson street will be completed

on the eastern end, and by the time 
Twenty-fourth avenue is completed 
that portion of the work will be ready 
for the finishing coat of tar. 

Yesterday afternoem Alderman Moore 
took the city engineer and the board of 
public works over the six blcnrk stretcli 
on London road which it is proposed to 
treat with Tarvia in the hope of do- 
ing away with the dust nuisance. The 
district which is to be improved in 
this manner lies between Fourteenth 
and Twentieth avenues east on London 
road, a stripe twenty-four feet wide 
down the middle being treated with the 
material. The board and the engineer 
looked over tht ground with a view to 
determining what repairs, levelling, etc. 
would be necessary in order to put 
this portion of the roadway in shape 
for a fair test. 

The rough spots will be smoothed ofif 
and a layer of fine crushed rock spread 
over the surface of the roadway. After 
about six weeks, which It is estimated 
are necessary in order to allow the 
roadway to become hardened, It will be 
carefully swept clear of refuse, and on 
a hot day whei. the roadway has had a 
chance to get thoroughly heated, the 
Tarvia will be applied. The Tar\ ia 
company has made arrangements to 
supply the stuff from the tar plant of 
the West Duiuth furnace, and it will 
be hauled to the scene of operation in 
tanks, put on the roadway direct from, 
the tanks and spread by men with 
wire brushes. The roadway is then 
closed for forty-eight hours and then 
opened for traffic again. Should this 
prove a successful dust layer and bind- 
er, there are a number of streets In 
the city which will be treated with it. 

The grading of Greysolon road Is at 
last complete, and the curb has been 
laid over a portion of the work. The 
work of laying the concrete foundation 
will be begun next week and the as- 
jihalt will be applied as soon as the 
concrete has hardened.

1 The use of such applications cannot be 
I too strongly depiecated, and indeed if 
I the lay mind could be taught that the 

best thing to put on a burn before the 
I doctor is called is a hot compress which 
! should ceintain some lt<.»raclc acid, if 

there Is any In the hou.se. It Is probable 
that the majority of de<aths due to sep- 
itlcaemic after burn.s would t>e prevented. 
For the whole aim and object of the 
local treatmtnt is to prevent sepsis; 
flour and olive oiil may be soothinK and 
may allay the pain, but there la no an- 
lis«iptic property In them; rather they 
are excellent culture media for bacteria.

Kinney and others, was on the witness 
stand in his own behalf yesterday after- 
noon and this morning.

for the defense, conducted the cross-exam- 
ination this morning. 

Mr. McComber, in his direct testimony, 
denied ever having deeded the land, whicn 
he claimed to liave actiuired under a 
patent to Michael Fink, the former piomer 
brewer of this city, who difd st-veral years 
ago. He claimed that such a de<*d, if It 
I was presented for record, was a forgery, 
that he never gave up title to tlie prop- 
erty. 

Under cro.ss-examinatlon, Mr. McCom- 
ber admitted that for some years prior 
to Mr. Fink's dc-ath he, McComber, knew 
that Fink claimed title to the i)roporty, 
but no move was made t,j contest th-; 
matter. He also claimed ihat he gave 
the land as much attention as he did other 
tracts that he held in the county, and 
simply waited for the "otlier tVllows" to 
make a move. The testimony showed that 
Mr. McComber secured from time to time 
abstracts oi title to th-j land, show.ng 
the various transfers that had been made 
from the lime of the purported convey- 
ance from him, but the vviiness admitici 
tiiat he did not take the matter up w:tu 
any of the purchasers or lay claim lo thj 
property until isy2 or after, although thu 
alleged deed was dated twenty -six years 
aso. 

The defendants claim that McComber 
deeded the property to Fink in a regu- 
lar manner in 1881, that the deed was 
witnessed by Frank Br-^wer and C R. 
Haines, botti prominent men of this 
city and bolli of whom have been sub- 
poenaed to testify for tlie defense. It 
is said that the land, in.stead of being 
valuable for iron ore lias no value for 
iron, having been explored several 
times by tiie present owners. Mr. Al- 
worth, who is said to have paid about 
$15,tW0 for a third interest in tha prop- 
erty, several years ago, asserts that 
the land has sliown up nothing as an 
ore property, but as one of the own- 
ers lie does not Intend to give up his 
interest, as a matter of principle. 

It is also claimed by the defense that 
McComber waited several years, before 
bringing suit, for the defendants to 
explore the property, then, when he 
heard that it was likely to prove valu- 
able for ore, he sought lo re-establisli 
his title. 

There is said to be some little dis- 
crepancy in the record deed, something 
like the slight misspelling of a name, 
and that the original deed claimed to 
have transferred title to the defend- 
ants, has been destroyed. 

Mr. McComber is well known to p. 
great many Duluth people. H^ has a 
strawberry farm near the Fifteenth 
avenue east reservoir, above Fifth 
street, and was in some litigation with 
the city, a few years over damage al- 
leged to have been done his land by 
storms. He claimed the city was liable 
in not providing proper means for 
carrying ofT the water. Tiie verdict was 
in favor of the city. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Mitchell last 
evening- Mr. McComber admitted that 
he acquired his .strawberry farm prop- 
erty on a tax title.

Seattle, Wa»h., July 3.— A special to 
the Tost Intelligencer fi'orn Valdez, 
Alaskas tells o£ the prepanitions for 
armed conflict between the Copper 
liver and Northern railway forces 
and the Alaska-Paxilfic railway men 
at KattaJla. The Copper River rail- 
road, which is known throug-hout Al- 
aska as tihe Gug-ge-nheim interests, Is 
trying to cross the right-of-way of 
the Alaska-Pacific, known as the 
Bruner line, which aJso aams for the 
Copper river district by way of Lake 
Charlotte. 

The Bruner petiple have applied to 
Cfovernor Hoggatt of Alaska for the 
protection of United States troops, 
alleging that the Guggenheim foix-es 
contemplate an armed attack upon 
them. Authonties at Valdez admit 
that the situation is serious. 

The launch Pioneer, which arrived 
at VaJdez, yesttrday, from Kattalla, 
brings word that the Bruner road 
has erected a "go-devil" at the cross- 
ing, which the Guggenhelms are try- 
ing to take. The machine by means 
of a donkey engine, swings continu- 
ally across the tracks, making It lin- 
posisible for men to come within a 
radius of fifty feet of the Bruner 
iine. 

The same launch brings the report 
that block house* of thick timbers 
have beejfi ertcted along the right-of- 
way by the Bruner people, and that 
the Guggenheims are r>aying $2 an 
hour to fighting men, with a bonus 
of $100 to the Hrst man who cro8se« 
the Brunor right-of-way. 

The Copper river road is now built 
about twenty miles from Kattalla. 
The Bruner road so far ha-s done 
nothing but terminal work at Kat- 
talla. Since its start, a few months 
ago, there has been constant trouble 
between tiie Bruner road and the 
Guggenheim people. Several times the 
right-of-way ol the Guggenheims has 
been dynamited. An injunction asked 
recently by the Alaska- Pacific Rail- 
way & Ttirmlnal company against 
the Guggenheim road was denied.

ORCHARD NOT CONPiECTED 

With tlie Attempt to Wrecl Cripple 
Creek Train, Says Sheriff. 

Pueblo, Colo., July 3. — Former 
Sheriff J. L. Beeman said last night 
that Harry Orchard had no con- 
nection with the attempt to wreck 
the Florence & Cripple Creek train, 
as Orchard had testified. He said 
that while he was sheriff, the Teller 
county authorities brought to Pueblo 
a man named Charles Beckman, 
an employe of a detective agency. 
Beckm.^;l was iiil.-l with Charles 
McKinney, who was accused of the 
attempted train wrecking?, in hopes 
of getting a confession from him. 
Before going to Jail on this mission, 
Beeman sayg Beckman related a 
story of his experiences. He said 
he was a detective and a member 
of the Western Federation of Miners 
"inner circle." The "inner circle" 
Beckman asserted, designated him 
and several others to wreck the 
train. He reported the matter to 
Scott, special agent for the rail- 
road company, and Sterling, spef^Jal 
agent for the Mine Owners and 
went with them to the scene of the 
proposed wreck, where they saw men 
pull spikes from the rails. 

After gaining an alleged confes- 
sion from McKinney, Beckman left 
Colorado for parts unknown, saying 
that this country would be too hot 
for him.

GREAT INCREASE 
IN SHIP BUILDING 

Last Year's Record the 

Largest for Half a 

Century. 

Washington, July 3.— A greater num- 
ber of vessels and vessels of immen.se- 
ly greater tcmnage were built in the 
United States during the fiscal year 
Just ended than in any other year for 
the last half century, and the gross 
tonnage of the vessels has been ex- 
ceeded during only two years In Ameri- 
can history. 

During the year 1,463 vessels of 510,865 
gross tons were bui'.t In the United 
States and officially numbered by the 
bureau of navigation. Ship construc- 
tion in 1885 aggregated 583.450 tons, and 
In 1854 was only 536,046 tons. 

In the last fiscal year steel steam 
vessels boiilt In the United States num- 
bered 122 of 360,665 tons, by far the 
greater tonnage of this description In 
the history of the country and about 
one-fifth the tonnage built In the United 
Kingdom. Of these steel steamers, 47 
of 238,713 tons were built on the Great 
Lakes. Fifteen new lake steamers are 
each of 7,000 tons. In 1903 the largest 
steamier built on the lakes was 6,600 
tons. The total tonnage and average 
size of Bteel steamers built for the 
coasting trade also are the largest In 
history. On the seaboard twenty-four 
ocean going steamers, each over 1,000 
gross tons, aggregating 98,028 tons were 
built. Only two steamers were built for 
foreign trade.

Great Northern Kas Made Extensive Im- 
provements Around Crookston. 

Crookston, July 3. — (Special to The Her- 
ald.)— The new steel bridge over the Red 
Lake river here has been completed and 
officially tested by running over It a 1,600- 
engine. The test was perfectly satisfac- 
tory and the bridge will be accepted. 
This coiiiplcte.*! the link in the double- 
track scheme which was startid last year, 
and double traeks now extend from St. 
Vincent Junction, a mile north of the 
city limits across the river, through the 
Carman yardg and some distance" beyond 
Redlands. The double tracks across the 
"river and through the yards will greatly 
facJlltate the freight and passenger 
traffic through the city. The total im- 
provements in double-traclting, building 
the new bridge and extending the yards 
has meant an expenditure by the Great 
Northern of over a guarter of a million 
of dollars during the two years the work 
has been in progress, but the increasing 
business at this division point neccsitateU 
the expenditure.

Strange to say the two most serious 
offenses of the month were committed 
by juvenile offenders, one boy having 
almost killed another with a baseball 
bat and another, 14-year-old boy, con- 
fessed to a criminal assault upon a 
little girl. Frank Olson, another 
juvenile was bound over to the juvenile 
court charged with burglary. 

Six fugitives from justice were re- 
manded to authorities abroad, among 
this number J. H. Grande being includ- 
ed.

TAINTED NEWS EXPOSED. 

A little while a^'o The Herald discnssod. in passing, 
the iK'vvspapers and other pitbl: i" m;s that accept the 
**tamted news" sent out by the bureaus created for the 
purpose of educating the public upon the iniquities of 
municipal ownership. 

Some of these newspapers accept such matter because 
they lo not believe in municipal ownership. Very likely 
their proprietors, or the friends of their proprietors, or 
the fellows that hold the mortgage, are interested in 
municipal plants that are nettinh? them a good sum, and 
that would explain their action m using this matter. 
Others, probably, use it to till space that they could 
dcv itc to much better uses. 

1 >> Angeles has lately had a little insight into tins 
system. One Los Angeles p ip r is )piv>-,ed to munici- 
pal ownership, an.l not long ago il published, as its 
habit is. one of the bulletins of the tainted news bureau, 
to the effect that a municipal lighting plant at Alexan- 
dria. Ind.. had failed. The dispatch which the paper 
published said that the plant, 'a municipal venture." Iiad 
been advertised to be sold at public auction, and had 
been taken over by a private corporation; that it had 
prove. I very expensive to the people, had fallen deeper 
and deeper into debt, had c<i'i,.Ni an increase in taxa- 
tion, .ind had given very unsatisfactory service. The dis- 
patch closed by stating that the experience of Alexandria 
had created a general feeling among business men in 
favor of private ownership. 

It happened that anr>ther piper in Los Angeles be- 
lieved in municipal ownership, and had 3U.spicions about 
the tainted news matter on this subject that has been 
appearing. So it wrote to the mayor of Alexandria to 
find out about the facts in the case. 

Itie mayor furnished some interesting information, 
lie -:iid that the plant in questii>n had never been own- 
ed i»> the city, nor had the city ever had the slightest in- 
terest in it, in one way or another. It was owned, and 
is stilt owned, by a i)rivate corporation. 

[|.>,ve\cr, the mayor said that Alexandria do-, o-.vn 
its own waterw<»rks, and that the municipal plant has 
more than made gt»od. It is a paying investment In a 
city of about 7,000 people, the plant has earned vl> -ve all 
expenses ir>in $5,cxx) to $7,ooo a year for several years. 
It has one of the best-equippe<l water plants in the 
state, getting water frr>m driven wells about [*:> feet 
cleeji. and furnishing water as clear as crystal and as cold 
as iced water.

LUMBER TRUST OPPOSITION? 

It is reported from Washington that Senator Clapp 
of Minnesota opposes further sales of timber on Indian 
reservations in this state by present methods, and favors 
some arrangement under which the Indians may manu- 
facture their own lumber. 

His idea is interesting, when you come to think of it. 

According to popular belief, at least, there is a lum- 
ber trust. Members of it say there is no such thing, but 
their denials do not convince the people, who find more 
than coincidence in the fact that lumber prices are the 
same everywhere at the same time, and are constantly 
increa^ing. 

N(»w if the Indians, who possess a good deal of pine, 
should go into the lumber manufacturing business, they 
would hardly become members of the trust. They might 
be simple enough to sell lumber for what it is worth, and 
to be content with pair profits. 

In that event, what would the lumber trust — assum- 
ing that there is a lumber trust — think of the situation? 

At any rate, Senator Clapp's idea sounds good. If 
there is money to I)e made out of Indian pine, why not 
let tlie Indians make it^ .\nd perhaps— who knows? — 
the Indians might be gentle enough with the public to 
sell their product at fairly reasonable prices. 

If they did it might add a little more doubt to the 
repeated denials that there is a lumber trust that con- 
trols tlie output and price of the forest products.

They are 
practical farmers, representing the mid- 
dle class, and are well prepared to got 
the miiat out of their nei«f farms. 

"In Bome places an entire district will 
be taken up by Americans, and in others 
a large district will bo settled by Eng- 
lishmen. Still otht^ra have ooth Ameri- 
cans and Englishmen, and they get along 
together in flne style. Americans are 
apt to get some amusement out of tho 
n annerisms of speech of those fre.sh 
from England, but it is all In a good- 
natured way. and tfuj matter is balanced 
up by the Englishmen getting amuse- 
mpnt out of the way the Americans talk. 

"Much of the land in Western Canada. 
Is al.40 belnK taken by Canadians from 
the eastern provinces, who have sold 
out their former holdings In the Eaht 
and gone West, following the example 
.set by progressive pionetrs of the Uni- 
ted States. In most Intsanoes the lands 
«old are purchased by French-Canadians. 
The way things are going now it will 
not be long: before practically the entire 
farming district of Eastern Canada Is 
controlled by the French-Canadians. 

"As the EnRliah-Canadians move out, 
making room for the French-Canadian, 
the English who are left find them- 
selves getting lonesome surrounded by 
the other nationality, and they In turn 
get out. selling to the French-Canadians. 
The latter i>ay jpood prices for the land, 
however, and nobody has any Icick com- 
ing, for the I'Vencli -Canadian farmers 
are good citizens, and a credit to the 
country. They practicailv control af- 
rairs In Quebec and Novla Scotia."

Contestants Have Found 
Errors Enough to Off- 
set Original Majority. 



Already the commissioners appointed 
by the di.Mirirt court to recount th» 
balluts catst for and a^idnst the tax 
amendmiiu at the last K^neral elec- 
tion have discovered enough errors to 
ITdVf tliat tile orlKinal count, on which 
was based the decision of the state 
canvassing board that the amendment 
carried was a ml.stake. 

It would seem tu the ordinary tax- 
payer and voter tiiat the way is now 
(■i»ar fur the court to set aside the 
declaration of the state canvassing 
board and to decide that the amenu- 
inent waji not carried but the law is 
full of many technicalities, and a new 
question has been raised in the con- 
test case started by Samuel McCon- 

aughy of this city; one for which the 
attorney general or the state and the 
attorney for the contestants havt not 
yet found a precedent. 

Heturiis on the recount, filed by the 
inspectors within the last few day.«, 
from »t»uthwestern counties of the 
state, show that the tax amendment 
has lost 13.000 votes. The state can- 
va.sslng board declared that it had 
carried by a majority of 13.8CK). There 
still remains a large number of vot- 
ing precincts where the ballots have 
rut been recounted and, at the rate the 
errors have been shown in other prt*- 
cint.s, it is safe to predict that the 
SOU necessary to comi)letely offset the 
otficial figures will soon be announced. 

The contestants, through their attor- 
ney, H. H. Phelps, began the case on 
the theory, and have maintained it 
right along, that when enough ballots 
have been recounted to show errors suf- 
ficient to change the result announced 
by the state canvassing board, they 
would then have done all that is ne- 
cessary to establish a case, and it will 
be up to the state to recount the ballots 
in the remaining precincts of the state- 
as It will be impossible for the con- 
testants to do so on account of the 
great exi)ense attached. 

The ciuestion that has been raised is 
whether the court can adjudicate tho 
matter without a recount of all the' 
votes cast in the state. Nowhere In the 
law references has a case of the kind 
ever been tried, and the court of this' 
state are likely to have the opportunity 
of establishing a precedent. 

It has been intimattd that the state 
would lake the ground that the ballots 
have been destroyed In some of the | 
precincts, that the destroyed bfillots 
might have been in favi«r of the amend- 
ment and, as they could not now be 
recounted, the court would have no 
authority to set aside the declaration 
of the stato canvassing board. 

The contestants, however, claim that 
th^ number of precincts in wjjich the 
ballots were destroyed are so few that 
they cannot cut any figure in the case.

English Doctor Says Eng- 
lish Average Mental 
Capacity is Waning. 

I.M>ndon. July J. —The itverage mental 
capacity of Kngllshmen Is )n the wane, 
according to Sir Jamos Barr. the eminent 
ph.vslclan who is president of the Liver- 
pool Mi>dical institution and holder of 
oth.-r pr<)nilnent me^iical posts. 

■One ot the largest hat makers In the 
l'nitf>d Kingdom." he -jays, told me the 
avtragt' size of hats had diminished dur- 
ing \\\-'. last half c«'ntury .a full si/e. A 
big diminution of this kind in the national 
brain should give us pause." 

Dr. Darr said the foregoing while ad- 
lr»ssing th« R«>yal Institute of Public 
Health, ni>w li.)ld!ng Us annual congr^'ss 
at Douglas. Isle if M.tn. Ho is not at all 
pleadt;d with hi.s countrymen. The money 
they are spending for the treatment >it 
di.st.iise, he declared, ought to be dlverteiJ 
to the preservation of health. Tlien the 
necessity for aurg'->ons and physicians 
l<trgt»ly would disappear. 

People ar«i now unly beginning to 
awaicen to a livwily sense of tiie value of 
hi^ilth, he said, and .tre licijianing to 
cease to blame Providence tor the in- 
crease of disease. 

Denouncing the sickly .sentimentality 
of a certain type of iJhn.stians, who havti 
no faith 111 robust manhoi>d, he urges 
3«^ine process of artificial selection for tho 
human race. He said he had often heard 
miserable httle specimens of humanity 
diluting upon the value of total abstin- 
ence. It was a pity, he said, such men 
wtn- not stlll-lxirn. l.<ei them linprrive the 
ruce and be Instructed bv men not pyg- 
mies. The nation's health Is Its most 
valuable asset. The natioa which pro- 
duces the tinest race must win in the long 
run. 

Dr. Barr said he would like to see 
every Briton between the ages of a) and 
'ill Instructed in military exercises to de- 
velop their physical and moral grit. A 
nation of mentalists might condemn him 
fjr fostering military ideas, but wars 
w».rfc not started by military men, but by 
politicians and low-bri>wed ftnancl'^rs who 
rever did any lighting. These men ought 
to t>e placed In the forefront of battle. 
The nation would be wr-ll rid of them. De- 
tailing schemes for the pr**.>»ervatlon ot 
health and scoffing at the helpless ao- 
qu!eecence In disease as Inevitable, Dr. 
Barr said: 

•If we coull hear 1»>8S cant and h.v- 
pocracy about "the l»rd giveth and the 
I* rd taketh away," it would be better for 
th;j nation."

There are several ways of makinsj 
fondant, but the most digestible and 
best is made in this way, bearing al- 
ways in mind that the syrup should 
not be stirred after boiling begins, j 
that the ves.sel In which it is cookin.g , 
must not be moved or jarred, that thej 
crystals forming round the sides of the i 
pan must be caiefully removed with aj 
damp sjionge and not allowed to fall i 
back in the boiling syrup, and that thej 
work be done on a clear day and in a j 
kitchen where there is no steam. Re-j 
peated testing must be made during, a 
the cooking so as to remove at the ^ 
proper stage. Put into a thick sauc^^- 
pan four cups granulated sugar, two 
cups hot water, one level teaspoonful 
cream of tartar.

London, July 4. — Through the recent 
recapture of two convicts who escaped 
from Dartmoor prison there has been 
brought to light the story, never here- 
tofore published, of the romantic sequel 
to another (scape made ten years ago. 
Escapes from the most famous of 
' Britain's penal institutions are exceed- 
1 ingly rare and seldom does the fugitive 
'succeed in retaining his freedom for 
more than a day or two at most. The 
I prison is situated in the midst of a 

I desolate moorland region and is sur- 
I rounded by bogs and morasses, which 
I olYer tremendous obstacles to the con- 
vict who makes a bid for liberty. If 
! he betakes himself to the few road- 
iways he is almost certain to be caught 
j because they are carefully watched 
'when it becomes known that anyone 
I has escaped. Stimulated by the re- 
I ward of $25 which is paid for the re- 
capture of a prisoner the farmers join 
[in the man hunt zealously. Before he 
I dares enter a town the fugitive must 
I manage to exchange his jail uniform 
Ifor ordinary clothing. This he can ob- 
tain only by stealing it. Destitute of 
j money he has to re«5ort to the same 
1 method to get fo<ul, while still wearing 
'the garb that brands him as a criminil 
I doing lime. Escape from within the 
prison walls is aJmost impossible — ex- 
jcept in sensational novels. It is only 
I when fogs tome up suddenly, as they 
I are apt to do on tiie moors, that tho.se 
'who are working outside the prison oc- 
jcasionally find a chance to give tlie 
guards the slip. 

i A gang of sixty men was working o.i 

•Christmas eve, 1897, in the rear of the 

prison and some distance from it, when 

a fog was observed sweeping down 

upon them. Three of them— Halpii 

Goodwin, 'Villiam Carter and William 

j Martin — decided to bolt when the mist 

enveloped them. At a signal given by 

j Goodwin the three men dug their 

'fingers into the earth, threw handfuls 

of soil into tlic faces of the guard and 

i took to their heels. The warders were 

thrown into temporary* confusion. t)ut 

. .s(K)n recoveied. "'Cover them; fire!" 

i shouted the chief warder. Shots rang 

lout; a scream followed and Carter was 

j picked up dead with a bullet through 

his heart. He was undergoing ;; I'fe 

sentence for a brutal murder of an old 

[man and only through the skill of his 

[counsel had succeeded, in cheating the 

jgallows. The retribution that had over- 

I taken him, it was generally felt, was 

a Just one. • 

Martin was t>oon afterward brought to 
b.'.y under a tree. He threatened the war- 
der who had run him down with a piece 
of granite, but was felled with a bludgeon 
and carried Insensible to the Jail. 

As Goodwin leaped over a hedge he 
)uar<l Carter's death shriek and felt the 
wb'zz of 'a tiuUet that Just mi.ssed his 
own head. Not knowing whither lie ran 
he fled blindly in the mist and fast gath- 
ering ilarkness. Fur hours he kept going, 
floundering often waletdeep through the 
l>cgt., imiigimng that he was putting 
n.lles between him and the prison. 

When dawn broke, to his dismay, he 
discovered that throughout the night he 
had been describing a circle around the 
Jail and was still within reach ot a rifle 
Hem the posts of observation on the Jail. 
Sinking on all fours, he wormed his way 
up one side of a tor, screening hlmseit 
b«liind the tjoulders, plunged boldly down 
the other side and then dashed into the 
thick of the moor again. His Christmas 
day was spent In picking his way through 
togt:, fording rivers or le.iping streams. 
When night fell, famished and spent, 
he broke into a house, stole the rem- 
nants of the Christmas dinner and a 
suit of clothes. He wfi* far from sus- 
pecting It at the lime, but it was thixiugh 
this burglary that he got a chance later 
to redeem his past life, .\ttired In or- 
dinary clothing he was no longer unde*. 
tie nece«.<»lty of hiding from everybody 
he met. Striking the railway and mak- 
iiiK f.eensional detours for the purpose of 
pinching food and throwing pursuer*-- olt 
the scent, he reached iHvonpart during 
the third night of his freedom. 

Bui hi.<i nerves were in bad shape and 

they betrayed him. In the early hours 

of next morning he wsis prowling about 

j on the outskirts of the town and passed 

I a policeman on the other side of the road. 

I The policeman had a dog with him. The 

Idr.g aniniated with mere canine curiosity, 

jgcutlled after Goodwin. Thinking that 

the anima! had been set on his track 

;by the policeman, G«»odwln started to run. 

Up to that time the poiceman had had 

no suspicions eif the man, but. naturally, 

concluded from his actions that there 

was something wrong alKiut him. Ijevel- 

inv his pipe at him (English policemen 

seldom carry revolvers! he threatened to 

sheot him if he didn't stop. Goodwin 

Isuecumlied to the bluff and surrendered. 



had good stuff In him, that it was mis- 
fortune that had led hlin Into crime, 
and that given a chance to make a start 
somewhere where his record was un- 
known he might do well. 

When Goodwin had finished his sen- 
tence Mr, Johnson defrayed his pas- 
sage to South Africa. There he made 
an honest living. When the war broke 
out, under the name he had assumed he 
joined one of the corps of Irregular 
ni.ounted Infantry. His pluck, daring 
and efficiency, for he was a splendid 
rider, gained him rapid promotion. Be- 
fore the war closed came the tidings 
that Sergeant — of Bethune's Horse 
had been killed In a gallant attack on 
the enemy. It is known to only a few 
that the brave sergeant who gave his 
life for ills country was the former con- 
vict who had made such a desperate 
struggle to regain his freedom at Dart- 
moor, 



The story of his escape and recapture 
was, of course, puldished at the time. 
It is the subsequent career of the con- 
vitt whicii has just come out that 
throws a halo of romantic interest 
around him. William Johnson. the 
nian from whetii Goodwin had stolen 
the clothing and a belated Christmas 
meal, was a man of generous humani- 
tarian feeling.

Clarence; Darrow, for the defense, 
had previously announced that his

necessary to let the calling of Hay- 
wood and Moyer go over until Mon- 
day. Juige Wood directed the pros- 
ecution to be ready with its rebuttal 
Monday. 

James H. Hawley, senior counsel 
for the state, »aid in reply that it 
was the intention of himself and his 
assistants to present a series of mo- 
tions dealing with the evidence of the 
defense. Messrs. Darrow anel Rich- 
ardson were . on their feet instantly 
to say together that the defense 
would also have some motions to 
make, so that the end of the weelc, 
or the early part of next, the taking 
of testimony will probably be inter- 
rupted for an extended argtunent on 
the admdssability of a mass of evi- 
dence already in the record. 

Tho defeJise operated yesterday 
along nearly all of its Idnes. There 
were attacks on Orchards testimony 
at several points; there was a show- 
ing that union miners had been 
abused by the mine owners and mil- 
itia at Cripple Cre-ek and Telluride;

state legislature. 

The law does not apply to persons

ADVERTISE DULUTH. 

Though it need not go so far from home for it, Du- 
luth might take t lc-v>n from the enterprise of far-off 
Honolulu, wIio_-,e chainhcr of commerce is issuing an at- 
tractive and c'lmpelling primer exploiting the charms 
of the island paradise of the Pacific. 

Those charms have been hidden, away off on the 
bosoni of the lonely Pacific, for countless ages, and even 
now there are coniparatively few people going there to 
enjoy them. But tlie action of the Honolulu chamber 
of commerce in advertising them will bring people there, 
and thus the chamber will make itself worth while. 

Duluth has charms and advantages, too, though of a 
different sort from those of Honolulu, and tiiey will 
never be widely known until an active, systematic plan 
of "advertising Dulnth ' is taken up and pushed with 
vigor and persistence. 

It is iin[>os,ible, returning to Honolulu, to read the 
advertisements of its beauties without wishing to go 
there. The temperature never goes above 90 degrees, 
and seldom drops below 55 degrees. The scenery is un- 
surpassed, and the verdure is remarkable. Modern com- 
forts arc linked t ' primitive customs, adding a piquancy 
to a visit tiiere that it is difficult to parallel anywhere 
else. 

It is rather strange that more people do not visit 
that we-tern station of ours in the Pacific. Those that 
have ^ one there to make their homes have prospered, 
and they have found health and delight in the climate. 
i The native people are described as stalwart, healthy and 
always well and hospitably disposed, and there is a 
constantly increasing population of live .\merican new- 



GETTING CLOSER. 

A western railroad is doing ;i tliou^thtful thing in 
putting complaint l)oxes in its c.us : >v tl; • tsc of pas- 
sengers who want to kick about the service. 1 lu-e boxes 
are of a semi-official nature. Tlicy will he li>cked, so 
as to insure privacy, and when tluy ire otficially opened 
the complaints will be distributed among the tlepart- 
ments of ij to which they properly belong. This 

experiment is to be tried on a stretch ut road between 
Chicago and Omaha. 

The plan looks good. It shoild )>euetit n 't only the 
pairoii-, wlio may hoi)e to have tlie cau.scs >{ their dis- 
content removed, but the railroads, who will be able to 
find out wherein their service fails t'> please the public. 

It is possible that the railroads have not been close 
enough to the people in the past. There is always plenty 
of complaint about railroad service, much of il unjusti- 
fied perhai'S, I)ut nioic ai it reasonable and worth at- 
tention. Bui there lias been nobody to complain to 
with hope of results. The local agents who come direct- 
ly in Contact with the people are subt>rdinates, and even 
if ihej- dare to make recommendations to their superiors, 
too often those superiors think they know il all and 
disregard the suggestions. 

Many pe«>ple make their complaints to the news- 
papers, and the newsi.apers dutifully protest against the 
condition-s criticised. But too many railroad officials 
believe that the newspapers kick up a fuss more with 
an idea of making a sensation than of serving the i)ublic, 
and let it go by saying that the newspapers are com- 
plaining all the time anyway, and it is of no use to heed 
their protests in behalf of the public. 

The complaint bo.K would furnish a means of cotn- 
munication between the public and the pers'Uis respon- 
sible for railroad management. Written complaints, 
with a duly designated channel f-ir conveyance, would 
under this system get to headquarters, and some of ihcm 
might make the higher railroad officials think. 

This particular railroad, however, is making a mis- 
take by putting the complaint boxes only in the obser- 
vation, cafe, parlor and dining cars. Only those who 
can afford tu pay extra for luxury are to be given the 
opportunity to complain. This is wrong, and js from 
the same piece as the policy of giving strong coaches 
to those who can pay extra, and old, fragile coaches to

He says he is at the Head 
of the Lakes to get local color for a new 
no\'el. the scene of which is to bo laid in 
this vicinity. 

"I began writing when I wa.<« only 17 
years of age." said Mr. Calkins. "My first 
work was a diary which I kept while in 
the Black Hlll.s during the time just be- 
fore the country was opened to the miners 
and others. This record has furnished mo 
with many of my plots for Indian stories. 
I began on this diary Just after joining a 
party of hunters and trapper.s that was 
golns into the Black Hills country. This 
was about the time the government was 
trying to purchase the ground from the 
Sioux, and we wer<» alt lined up at Hat 
creek wailing for the word which would 
give use permission to enter. 

""The word, when it did come, was that 
the treaty had fallen through and we 
could not go. We did go. however. Wa 
eluded the soldiers and crossed the line. 
In doing so we had a tight with atwut 2tW 
of the Indiana. One of t»ur men was 
killed and two wounded, but after the 
first flght there was no more trouble. 
There were thlrly-flve of us. well able to 
cop»! with any band of Indians we might 
meet. 

"The leader of our party was a man 
well known here in former days. His 
name was Felix Michoud. a French trap- 
per and hunter, who came from the lake 
district. The party of which I was a 
member was the first to set foc)t in what 
is now Austin City. The first claims 
staked out around that camp were given 
by drawing lots. 1 was one of the first 
laindriti wdio stood around the hat and 
drew a .slip of pap^-r whicli told me wliere 
I niigUt dig (or gold."

men Has Just Been 

Completed 



A.shland, Wis.. July 4.— (Special to 
The Herald.)— According to the cen.stis 
that has Just been completed of tho 
l«.'hii)i)ewa Indians of the five reserva- 
tions of the La Point agency, includ- 
ing all of the tribe in Northern Wis- 
consin and those of Minnesota, except- 
iing the Nett Lake reservation, there 
is a total of 5.081 divided as follows: 
Red Cliff. 454; Bad River. 1.117; Lac 
Courte Orrtilles. l.L'Ol; Lac du Flam- 
,beau, 793; Fond du Lac. 916; Grand 
' Portasre. 343. 

j To these should be added, tho so- 
! called •losi tribe" of Wiscoi^sin. re- 
jcently added to the La Pointe agen-^y, 
comprising 195 soals. near Rice Lake, 
\ Wis. There has been little Increase 
I during the past fifteen years, except- 
ing at Odanah (Bad River) which has 
nearly doubled in poj»ulation, prob- 
ably owing to the prosi)erous condi- 
tion of these Indians. Many of tho 
additions are Canada Chippewas, who 
have moved into the reiservation. 

Two years ago. since which tlm>3 
no statement has been issued, there 
I was on deposit in the banks of Hud- 
[son, Ashland and Duiuth, the follow- 
|ing sums to th.» credit of the Indians, 
whoso pin»< has been cut under govern- 
supervision, as follows: Bad 
tSd'ijm; Red Cliff, $96,666; Lie 
du Flambeau. S'.'j.OOO; Courte Orreilles, 
$14.0<)0. During the past two years, 
these amounts have been largely in- 
creased by the sale of pine, the amount 
now being fully three quarters of a 
million of dollars. 

Under the department rulings, the 
Indians are only allowed amounts cov- 
ering their actual needs, or for neces- 
sary improvements. They are allowed 
not to exceed $10 per month each, and 
are treated strictly as wards of tho 
governinont. But a n<'W order of thing.^ 
j is coming. Nearly every Indian at 
t>danah is a voter in the state and 
[county elections of Ashland county 
Attorney General Gilbert has decided 
that they are amenable to the .sam-i 
laws and the courts are deciding that 
Indians are citizens and amenable to 
all of the laws.

Regret in Lake Linden 

Over Death of a 

Good IMan.

Lake Linden, Mich., July 4.— -(Spe- 
cial to The Herald.)— On every side 
are heard slnoere expressions of the 
profoundest regret over the sudden 
and entirely unexpected death of 
Joseph Pearce, head of the Pearce 
Hardware & FurnHure company, and 
for years prominent in the business 
and religious life of the community, 
who died suddenly Monday evening. 

Mr. Pearce was born in I>odgevllle, 
Wis., In 1851, and was a fe>w months 
past 56 years of age. When about 35 
years of age he removed to this city 
and embarked In the hardware busi- 
ness. Throug-h busine.ss-llke and 
straightforward transactions his bus- 
iness increase-i, and at the present 
time it i-anks among tho most promi- 
nent establishments of its kind in 
the comuy. The firm wa« incorpor- 
ated four years ago, and Mr. Pearce 
was made president of the concern. 
In his death one of the most promi- 
nent and loyal citizens of the town 
is remov:?d. He was a devout mem- 
ber of the M. E. church and Sunday 
scho»>l.

Minot, N. D., July 4.— (.Special to 
The Herald.)— It is reliably reported, 
and Judging by present grading opera- 
tions there is foundation for the pre- 
diction, that inside of a year or at 
the utmost two years, James J. Hill 
will have a doubletracked road between 
here and St. Paul. This has been de- 
cided upon to relieve the present con- 
gestion of freight trains which often 
effects traffic on the system. 

The work of building a double track 

between Devils Lake and Minot is al- 
ready under way and good progress is 
being made.

There is no 
lessening of the aggregate business 
of the country In shipments or in the 
value of shipments. There is an ac- 
tual Increase. There was no diminu- 
tion in the number of passengers, but 
there is an actual and a steady in- 
crease. Taking the country' over as a 
whole, there is no decrease of either 
gross or net earnings of the railways 
as compared with the years 1906 and 
19{'!S. both banner years of railway 
«»rnings. A well-known and very 
suc-cessful railway manager from Ohio 
w'i.sely and truthfully stated the whole 
railway situation in one sentence: 
"Liet tho railways obey the law." 

This concerted attempt to frighten 
timid citizens wdth the idea that it 
IS within the power of railway man- 
agers to bring on financial distress 
or a busriness depression ac-centu- 
wites the danger of any combine that 
considers Itself pararmmnt to public 
interest. It is high time that such 
combine be brokeji up, if it does pos- 
sess any such power. 

The Pennsylvania, as shown above, 
is not suffering. The Southern Pa- 
cific. Mr. Harriman's pet road, Ts 
suflering only from an excess of 
freight, and has insufficient motor 
power to haul the cargoes of mer- 
chandise offered, and the number of 
passengers buying tran.sportation 
(there are no "dead heads" now) 
IS greater than ever befoire in the 
existence of the i-oad. With every 
siding, from San Antonio to El Paso, 
crowded for days at a time with un- 
moved freight, and with this condition 
being the rule for months; with 
monthly Incrt-a^ses in the number of 
it.s k»comotlves and the freight offer- 
ings increasing with gi-eater speed 
than it can have engines or cars 
built, the Southern Pacific has cer- 
tainly not experienced any business 
depression from lack of fieight. 

It Is admitte<l that the Southern 
Pacific could utilize with profit fully 
forty more locomotives on its Texas 
work alone. It is not lack of ca.«h 
nor lack of credit that prevents these 
being addc-d to the motor power of 
the road. It is because our great 
locomotiive works cannot turn out 
engines fast enough to supply the 
demands of our great railways, nor 
the car wc^rks supi>ly enough cars. 
If the business men of the United 
.<5tates desire to know the^ actual 
earning powers of the railways, let 
them study the monthly reports and 
note the continued goeni earnings, not- 
withstanding the expensive better- 
ments n>w being charged in many 
accounts as current expenditures. Let 
them compare those reports as to 
gross and net c>arnings with other 
vf-ars and they will soon be satisfied 
that all goes well with the general 
business eif the country, and also 
with the special busine.ss of the rail- 
ways. There was publishetl this 
week a report of the American Car 
& Foundry company for the year 
ended April 30, 1907. that contains 



much pertinent information as to re- 
quirements of railway companies rep- 
resented by their business with the 
car and foundry company. 

So great wa.*; its business tliat the com- 
pany increased its output more than '&"■ 
pc-r cent, doubled its earning over the 
prior year, and its officers state tiiat still 
arcther 25 per cent increase could have 
been made in output but for the fact that 
materials could not be had in supply as 
needed. 

The report adds that the orders upon 
the Itooks of the company at the date of 
report were much larger than at the same 
period of 1908.

aid avenue, near Forty-seventh street. 
The officer was in plain clothes. He 
stopped two men. merely to ask a tiues- 
tion.

BERTHA BEILSTEIN FOUND. 

Body of Girl Who Died In Los Angeles 
Is Positively Identified. 

Pittsburg, July 4.— The body of one 
known as "Olga Miller," was positively 
identified here yesterday as that of Ber- 
tha Beilstem' 

Not a shadow of doubt now remains 
that the young girl who murdered her 
mother in Allegheny ten years ago, and 
who last November escaped from Dlx- 
mont insane asylum under such sensa- 
tional accompaniments, is actually dead. 

The body, which had come from Los 
Angeles, Cal., as that of Olga Miller, was 
turned over to the Bellsteln family, and 
the remains of the matricide were cre- 
mated before daybreak. 



LONDON HYGIENISTS. 

Say People Cannot Eat Strawberries And 
Be Cheerful. 

London, July 4.— Hygienlsits who de- 
light in raising alarms against popular 
food now are lilting against strawberries. 
These are accused o< having a bad ef- 
fect on the tempers of their eaters, who, 
it Is alleged, became sulky and irrita- 
ble after eating them. 

Women are .said to be particularly sus- 
ceptible in this respect. Soma of them 
will eat a pound or mora of straw^ber- 
rlea at a time and then l)ecome so mo- 
rose that people are glad to avoid them. 
The fax?t is, they are suffering from the 
strawberry disease and do not know It. 
The symptoms are a slight dizziness, a 
desire to be alone and intolerance of be- 
ing questioned. 

■The trouble is ascribed to the straw- 
berry acids, which cream does not mod- 
ify.

Norfolk, . Va., July 4.— Five hun- 
dred soldierai. members of the Second 
South Carolina and First Kentucky 
regiments, in camp at the Jamestown 
exposition gi-ounds. last night rail 
amuck there, interfered with conces- 
sionaires and attempted to take pos- 
session of several shows on "Tlie 
War Path." When the Powhattan 
guards intervened, a riot followed, 
several men b3ing injured. The in- 
jured, include; 

Joseph Brashear, Comijany G, Ken- 
tucky reg'iment, probable fracture of 
skull fix>m blow with black jack; 
Powhattan Guard Prea.s. elbow cut, 
fingers on right hand dislocated and 
face beaten; Capt. Carpenter of Pow- 
hattan guards, struck in the breast 
by stone. 

Earlier In the night some of the 
soldiers, who had l>een drinking, be- 
came disorderly, and were repeatedly 
cautioned by the guards. Later, 
when their numbers had increased to 
about 3iW, they threw aside all con- 
straint and proceeded to the war 
path, ignoring doorkeepers, declining 
to pay adniLssion fees and refusing 
lo leave the buildings when ordered 
out. The Temple of Mirth, Beauty 
Show and .Streets of Cairo were the 
princii>al sufferers. At the last place 
about fifteen Powhattan guards at- 
tempted to restore order, and were 
forced to use their sabres to beat 
the men back, but the soldiers soon 
returned. Their number had bo^n In- 
creased to 500. They again attempted 
to take charge of the shows. C. C. 
Hastings of Company H, Kentucky, 
and J. Tompkins of Company D. 
South Caivlina, were arrested as 
ringleaders. 

The arrests caused a demonstration, 
and with drawn sabres the guards 
were forced to fight their way 
through the massed soldiers to the 
guard camp. They kept their prison- 
ers despite efforts of the soldiers to 
rescue them. Behind the wire fence 
of the camp the guards made a stand. 
The soldiers hurled rocks Into the 
enclosure. Capt. Carpenter and Adjt. 
Garwood were struck. Guard Preas. 
who saw the man who threw the 
rock that hit Carpenter, arrested the 
assailant, whoso infuriated friends 
Immediately attacked Preas. beat him 
and rescued his prisoner. The rescue 
was not eflfeoted. however, until after 
the pri.soner Brashear had been black 
jacked by the guard. 

Brashear was sent to the exposi- 
tion hospital. He was later arrested 
there by the Powhattan guards, but 
could not l>e removed. 

The guards were later reinforced 
and order wa^ restored.

Appear in Court on 

Saturday. 

Greenbush, Wis., July B.— Judge Kene- 
saw LandlB of the tTnlted States district 
court of Chicago, who is spending a few 
days here with his friend Dr. Carey, said 
today that he had received numerous re- 
quests for information relative to the 
report that John D. Rockefeller had re-

RIFLE IN TREE TRUNK. 

Seattle Times: About eleven miles 
from Centralia, on one road to LHtJe 
Rock, is a curiosity, to see which 
would amply replay any one for the 
drive. About fifty yards from the 
road, near a deserted homestead, is 
an old-fashioned rifle imbedded in the 
trunk of a tree. 

1'\he trunk of the scrub oak Is not 
more than six Inches through at the 
point where the rifle Is embedded, so 
that the stock ajid barrel are in 



complete view. The rifle Is In a per- 
fect state of preservation. 

It Is evident that the rifle wa» 
placed In a crotch of the tree many 
years a^o, probably at the height at 
which a man would rest a gun when 
taking careful aim. 

In the course of years the tree has 
g^rown completely around the rifle, the 
lock being imbedded. The crotch la 
now about six inches above the bar- 
rel, and the gun is about ten feet 
from the ground, 

Romances innumerable might be 
woven abouit the old rifle, but It 
stands as a memento to the develop- 
ment and progrress that have takea 
place. What was a wild and unex- 
plored country at the time when the 
lifle was first placed In the crotch of 
the tree, viith the red man monarch 
of all he surveyed, with scattered 
settlements of hardy pioneers already 
preparing to contest his supremacy, 
IB now dotted with farms and hoane« 
of prosperous families.

UNPROTECTED WINDOWS 



Are Often the Gateway of Destruction 
by Fire. 

Washington. July 5.— The Internation- 
al Society of Building commissioners 
has kept most careful tab on the firea 
I of the past year and in a recent bulle- 
Uln makes the statement that 44 per 
I cent of all the fire losses of the year 
are directly attributable to the lack 
I of proper window protection! Fire 
; originates in one building but caimot 
jbe confined there, and its travel la 
I made easy via the window route to 
I every bulbling in the nelghtxirhood. 
Further, 80 per cent of all the damage 
Jdone in buildin^^s in which fire did not 



have Its origin Is fault of insufficient 
window protection. In a conflagration 
like that of San Francisco nearly 100 
per cent of the damage is directly at- 
tributable to that same cause, for in 
that case we know of but fourteen 
.separate and distinct fires occurring in 
the city on that memorable morning. 
Had the adjacent buildings been made 
invulnerable by protected windows 
those fires would liave been confined 
in the structures in which they had 
their inception and would liave resulted | 
in but insignificant blazes. Surely is 
this matter of properly protecting win- 
dows an imiwriant one! Shutters and 1 
the usual automatic closing affairs con- I 
stitute, but make-shift protection at 
best; the one assured and universally 
approved system of window protection 
is a metal or incombustible sasli filled 
with wire glass, and where tho danger I 
is particularly great, on narrow alleys, 
etc., there Ehould be two thicknesses of 1 
wire slass. 

It finds also that 78 per cent of all ; 
the damage done in buildings where fire 
originated was caused by open stair- 
ways and elevators permitting the rap- 
id spread of fire throughout every part 
of the structure. New build(ngs should 
be equipped with brick or hollow tile 
fire-proof . enclosures, and where thesa 
may be difilcult to place about elevators 
and stairs in old buildings then light 
iron frames and wire glass enclosures 
can be so placed at little coat and af- 
fording splendid protection.

PORTUGAL jN_A FERMENT. 

People Are Discontented Over the Col- 
lection of Illegal Taxes. 

Lisbon, July 5. — Popular discon- 
tent with the government and the 
king is acute. Every municipal 

council in the country is preparing 
to send messages of protest to the 
king and demand reforms at the 
hands of the parliament and cabinet. 

The newspapers are urging the 
people to refuse to pay the taxes 
which in the popular opinion are 
being unlr.wfully levied, .since they 
have not been approved by parlia- 
ment. Three times recently has the 
queen been the object of popular 
demonstrations of di.sapproval. The 
king rarely leaves his palace and 
has ceased to attend the bullfights, 
knowing that his appearance in pub- 
lic would be greeted with hisses 
from his subject-s. 

The government Is still obstinate. 
Education is at a standstill and a 
popular agitation Is being conducted 
among the .students, which gives 
protnise of producing almost, if not 
quite, anarchy at no distant date. 



TO FORTIFY ST. HELENA. 

Place Where Napoleon Died Will be 
Made a Naval Base. 

London, July 5. — St. Helena, the place 
where the great Napoleon died, Is to 
be strongly fortified as the result of 
a scare owing to the proposed estab- 



li.shment by Germany o fa ba^e for 
cruisers on the Kamerun coast. Mr. 
Wise, the secretary of the St. Helene 
committee, is authority for tho state- 
ment that it Is expected that oflficial 
action will l>e tak^n in the not far dis- 
tant future. Discussing the neglect of 
St. Helena in the past he said: 

".St. Helena has been known for gen- 
erations as the Citadel of the .South 
Atlantic, and yet In spite of the fact 
that it holds an important strategical 
position the liberal government with- 
drew its garrison for the .sake of econ- 
omy. This, Admiral Sir Edmund Fre- 
mantle described as a suicidal policy. 

"The armament at St. Helena con- 
sists o f modern guns .so mounted as to 
defend Jamestown harbor and road- 
stead, as well as to resist landing 
parties or attacks by torpedo craft. All 
the ammunition has been removed and 
there is nobody to look after the guns 
or defend St. Helena except five native 
police who act as the bodyguard of the 
governor. All of this Is to be changed 
in view of the announctment of the in- 
tentions of Germany and St. Helena is 
to be strongly fortified." 



SAVED SALVATION ARMY. 

London Merchant Gave Financial Aid 
When Most Needed. 

Toklo, July 5. — Gen. Ballington 
Booth, Interviewed here, tells an In- 
teresting story of how a "merchant 
prince" once saved tho Salvation 
Army from destruction. 

"It Is now forty-four j'ears," said 
the general, "since I entered upon 
the series of efforts which hava 



culminated in the creation of an 
organization known as the Salvation 
Army. There was a moment at Its 
commencement when it seemed about 
to perish for want of funds. 

"Mr. .Samuel Morley, a merchant 
prince of the city of London, a lover 
of all sincerely Christian and phil- 
anthropic effort, sent for me. He 
had heard something of the desper- 
ate effort I had started In one of 
the strongholds of Satan, in the 
eastern part of the metropolis. I 
went to his ofllice in the city and 
was ushered into his private parlor. 
He asked me a few que.stlons bear- 
ing upon my history, my family and 
the work I was doing. He had evi- 
dently satisfied himself of the prom- 
ises of usefulness that our initial 
efforts contained. Then he bluntly 
but kindly asked, 'Have you ar- 
ranged the finances of your enter- 
prise? You say you have a wife 
and family; how are you going to 
hve ? 

"I could only make one answer 
and that was 'I am going to trust 
in God.' 'I will help you,' he re- 
plied, h« promptly re.sponded and 
rang the bell. 'My cheque book," 
he said to his secretary, and then 
handing me a generous gift, went 
on, 'Here, take this and com© and 
see ma again In three months* 
time.' "

THE ORATOR 

At the Fourth of July 
Celebration at Fer- 
gus Falls. 

Speaks to the Biggest 

Crowd Ever Assembled 

in City. 



Fergus Falls, Minn.. July 5.— Vice Pres- 
ident C. W. Fairbanks was the Fourth 
of July attraction in this city yesterday, 
he having arrived from St. Paul Wednes- 
day night, and drew a crowd such as 
was neve<r seen here before. 

Af-ter a parade through the principal 
streets, in which Mr. Fairbanks partici- 
pated and during which lie received an 
ovation, he addres^sed the people from 
a platform erected In the City park. 
Mr. Fairbanks said in part: 

"Our fathers believed in a government 
of laws— laws written by representatives 
of the peo-ple cliosen by the people act- 
ing In their soveaeign capacity. Tliey 
realized tliat this wa.s to be a great 
country and they knew that it it were 
to attain to tiie full measure of their best 
expectations it must be a country where 
the law and the law alone should be 
supreme. They knew full . well to be 
great it must be governed by just laws 
They knew as we know that in the 
final analysis law is the very life ot lib- 
erty and without law and obedience to 
it there ia despotism and despotism is 
tyranny. 

"We should Inculcate a wholesome re- 
spect for law and for esta)blished au- 
thority. We should see that those who 
enact the law and administer it are fair, | 
just and incorruptible men— men who j 
neither weaJtli nor the blandishments nA 
power nor prejudice can swerve from a 
iiigh-minded, honorable man. The laws 
should be enacted so as to comprehend 
the welfare otf the great body ot tiie 
people. The laws simply protect us in 
the enjoyment of our rightful opportun- 
ities. It is left for us to work out our 
own deistiny in the exercise of our own 
Judgment and by the force of our own 
abiiiti'. 

"We arc placed here and must run our 

race together. We must have a rt't'ard 

for each other and beware that we don t

I bors. While we care for ourselves we

The semi-annual meeting- of the coun- 
ty board will occur next Monday. 

This is one of the two meetings pro- 
vided by law for the county board. 
The annual meeting la held the first 
Tuesday after the first Monday in 
January of each year, and the semi- 
annual meeting is always held on the 
second Monday in July. The board, 
however, may hold other meetings dur- 
ing the year, if necessary for the in- 
terests of (he county. 

In St. Liouls county the county board 
meets reeuiarly once a month and 
there are some months in which it 
meets ofteiier, as the business demands 

At the legular meeting In January 
and July, the board may appropriate 
from the county revenue funds a sum 
not to exceed |i:5U for postage and ne- , 
cessary cha.ges of county officers, the 
mileage of town officers In making elec- 
tion returns, and such other purpose 
as it may lawfully elect. 
' At the mtetings in January and July 
it is the duty of the board to examine 
and count the funds In the treasury, 
examine th.. accounts and vouchers of 
the auditor and trea.'^urer, and make a 
written cerciticate of the condition of 
the treasury, show Ing the amount and 
character of the funds therein, and all 
other matters in connection therewith, 
and file the same with the auditor. 

The board also makes the ntctssaryj 
appropriations for clerk hire in the 
offices of the auditor and the treasurer 
at the January and the July meetings, 
each appropriation to cover half a 
year. The appropriation to be made 1 
Monday will cover the expense of the 
two offices mentioned until Jan. 1, 1»08. 
The county board has authority at 
its July mt-eting to create or establish 
an election di.slrict out of unorganized 
territory. This may be done on the 
petition of not less than ten legal voters 
residing more tnan ten mileir from the 
polling place in any ebtabllshtd elec- 
tion district. 

Outside of the business to be traa- 
sacted at the semi-annual meeting the 
county board will, have the usual 
I amount of routine, business to dis- 
pose of Including this month the prob- 
able awarding of a contract to build 
an extension to the Lavell road. 

One week from Next Monday the 
county board of equalization will meet 
and its sessions will be continuous uri- 
til the matters which come before it 
have been attended to. The county 
board of equalization Is comprised of 
the county commissioners and the au- 
ditor.

Grangarello was in a barber shop get- 
ting shaved when an officer entered and 
placed him under arrest. He says ho 
admitted that he was the wan wanted,

Grangarello claims that four men at- 
tacked him while he was drinking In 
a saloon at Eveleth on the night of 
the tragedy. He says the fight started 
over a remark that was made par- 
tially In fun. The defendant a.«sert3 
that Romana had a big stick In hU 
hand and was striking at him, Grangar- 
ello, when he fired twice, both shots 
taking effect.

THE WEATMEK,. 
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CRUELTY AND DIVORCE. 

The law, in many states, makes cruelty a cause for 
divorce The (picstion now agitating the minds of many 
coiirt> and many lawyers is whether that means only 
bodily cruelty, or whether the refined cruelties that stop 
short of blows are to be included. 

Tlii^ is^ue is rai-ed in the notorious Gould divorce 
case, about which so much has been said of late. The 
wife, who is the plaintiff, charges her husband with 
cruel and iidiuman treatment, and the defendant's attor- 
ney sets up the defense that Gould never beat his wife, 
and therefore he is not guilty of "cruel and inhuman 
treatment" as contemplated by the law. 

Irrespective wholly of this rather disgusting case, it 
must be said that the defense is mistaken. If the courts 
are going to grant divorces for cruelty, it were absurd 
for them to grant it only for l)odily cruelty. 

.Many a man who would not think of striking his 
wife with his fist or of dragging her about by the hair, 
which seem to be the sorts of cruelty the defendant's 
attorney thinks the law intends to cover, is far more 
cruel to her, and hurts her far more deeply, by other 
means. 

The cruelty of harsh \' .: i^. .•' studied neglect, of at- 
tentions to other women, of making home life unbear- 
able by a disagreeable temper, and of intentional and 
unnecessary nigganlliness about money matters, is as 
potent a.s tlic cr ',. I;\ of blows A blow is bad. and none 
but an evil hound would strike his wife 
effects arc brief, and the real hurt, 
mental, not bodily. 

.Ml the states except South Carolina have divorce 
law?t. and in mo-t of tlieni cruel treatment is a cause for 
divorce, though the terms used in the statutes diflfer. In 
New York, as in Minnesota, the phrase is "cruel and in- 
human ireatmeiit."' Pennsylvania goes so far as to use 
these words: "Personal abuse, or such conduct on the 
part of either husband or wife as to render the condition 
of the other party intolerable and life burdensome." On 
the other hand, Iowa says "such inhuman cruelty as 
en : r v;^ IS life." wdiich runs to the other extreme. 

The supreme court of this .state has lately held that 
cruelty as a ground for divorce is not confined to physi- 
cal cruelty, in a somewhat well known case wdiere the 
husband was granted a divorce on the ground that his 
wife repeatedly accused him of infidelity, her charges 
not being upon any reasonable basis, and that this course 
subjected him during many years to scandal and hu- 
miliation, and injured his business and personal stand- 
ing. Said the court: 

Cruel and inhuman treatment, as a ground for 
nf)9olufe divorce, consists of actual or threatened 
physical violence, of such a character as to endanjfer 
personal health and safety, or to create a reasonable 
apprehension thereof, or of su<"h other equivalent 
and serious misconduct which, unjustihed In fact, is 
so plainly subviMSlve of the relationship of husband 
and wife as to make It Impossible to discharge the 
duties of married life and to attain Its objects, and 
to be so hopelessly inimical to the health or the per- 
sonal welfare of the Injured party as to render con- 
tinuance of the relationship intolerable. 

The hurt that comes from cruelty that is not in- 
flicted by bl.>ws is deeper and more lasting by far than 
any physical inhumanity, and is just as legitimate aia 
occi.^ioii for separation, if not for divorce. 
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Now that it is all over, you probably realize that all 
the Fourth of July don'ts arc included in this one: Don't 
be a fool.

But one fatal casualty, which can- 
not be liated with ordinary Fourth 
of July accidents. marreJ a noisy 
and otherwise glorioua celebration of 
the nation's birthday yesterday in 
Duluth. The accidents from explo- 
sives and noiso makers of various 
varieties were all of a decidedly 
minor character and their infre- 
quency j^peaka well for tlie careful- 
ness of Duluthians. 

The St. Louis river, with its 
treacherous shoals, "drop offs." and 
undertow, just below the Fond du 
Lac rapids claimed a victim in 17- 
year-old Halbert Griiiden during tho 
afternoon, but aside from this, tho 
accidents which may bo attributed 
exclusively to the noisy celebration 
of the day. were in most cases of a 
decidedly minor character. Kigiit 

mishaps are reported in which the 
giant cracker rather than the dread- 
ed toy pistol played the mo.st promi- 
nent part. The cla.ss of celebrator 
who lield the cracker too long or 
went to look at it after tho fuse 
had "gone out," sutfered as usual. 
The toy pistol played but a small 
part in Duluth's celebration of the 
day and not one injury is reported 
as a result. 

Sud I>r<t\>aiiig Ca.se. 
The drosvning was a particularly 
sad one. The boy, with his sister 
and another boy and girl had gone 
up the river on tho Xewsboy. rented 
a boat, and went for a row above 
the dock, toward the rapids. A 
short distance below them the boat 
ran aground. 

After a few moments of effort to 
push the craft off from the sand bar, 
young Uriiiden. who was rowing, 
supposing that the water all around 
tho boat must be nearly as shallow 
as that where it went aground, 
steppt-d over the side to shove tlio 
boat off. 

His horrified companions .saw him 
.sink with a cry to the bottom, hav- 
ing stepped into one of the many 
"drop-offs" in the river bottom. He 
came up clo.se to the boat a mo- 
ment later, and his sister reached 
out and grabbed both his hands. 
She was seated too near the edge of 
the boat, however, and aa the 
weight of her brother kept her from 
sliding back to th* other side, the 
little row boat was careening danger- 
ously under the weight and threaten- 
ed to overturn. The boy, thinking 
that he could swim ashore by drifting 
down with the current, told his 
sister to let go or she would tip th« 
boat over. .Shj did so and he 
started manfully on hia struggle for 
shore. He would have accomplished 
his end had not the dangerous un- 
dertow in the stream below the 
rapida gotten him and after going 
about a rod from the boat, he 
sank from sight. Tho bay in the 
vicinity was dragged with grappling 
I hooka and work was kept up all 
through this morning, but up to 
noon the body had not been re- 
overed. 
The lad lived with his parents 
.Mr. and Mrs. Ole Grinden of »05 
; Kast .Seventh street, and was the 
youngest of the family. He ia sur- 
vived by a mother and father, three 
sisters and two brothers. 

Other .\eoUlents. 
The first of the six cannon cracker 
accidents to bo reported occurred yes- 
terday afternoon when 13-ycar-old Lor- 
otta St. (iermaln went to examine a 
cracker which she thought had gone 
out. It had lain in the grass for some 
time and thinking that the dampness 
had put out the fuse she leaned over 
to pick it up. Just as she was reach- 
ing out her hand for it, it went off. 
Her face was bunied, but there was no 
danger of a permanent Injury. The ac- 
cident occurred in the yard of the St. 
Germain homo at Fifty-seventh avenue 
west- and Elinor street. 

Another accident was reported during 
the afternoon in the sarrie neighborhood. 
Ten-year-old Nora Mc.Vdanis. 119 South 
Fifty-seventh avenue west, was shot- 
in g crackers from the lawn of her 
home. In some manner a spark from a 
cracker ignited the girl's dress, and In 
her skirts below her waist were blazing 
fiercely. A passerby rushed Into the 



its work on 6-year-old Freddie Brussell, 
who had his lingers badly burned and 
JaceraAed while playing outside his 
home at 1932 West Fifth street yester- 
day afternoon. It was a case of pre- 
mature explosion. 

Two more cannon crackers got busy 
during tho afternoon and inllicted in- 
juries on Duluth youngsters. Teddy 
Meagher, 7 years old, was badly 
burned alwut the face and hands 
while celebrating at his home at 925 
East Second .street, and Ralph Mason, 
14 years of age. suffered in a similar 
manner fi\>m the explosion of a 
■Thunderbolt." which he held too 
long. Mason Lives at 601 West Third 
street. 

May Lo^ie Eyesight. 
Arvid Holmquisi. 2') years of age, 
oanie lo Duluth to si>end the Fourth 
from Lake Xebagamon. Ho lighted 
a cannon cracker and it failed to gv) 
off. Ho went out and got it, and in 
spile of the fact that the fuse was 
half consumed, lighted it again. This 
time the fire ran down the short 
fuso with startling rapidity, and the 
big red cracker exploded in his face. 
His face and hands ai-e ba^lly burned 
and it was said at St. Luke's, this 
morning, that his eyesight was also 
seriously damaged. This was the 
.most st^rious of the oamion cra.cker 
accidents. 

Can of Powder E-xplodes. 
But one cannon accident was re- 
ported. C. X. Pease, fireman at No. 
3 tire hall was touching oft" the fuse 
in the firemen's Improvised cannon, 
late in the afternoon, when a can of 
powder, standing nearby, became ig- 
nited and blow up In his face. It 
was badly bllatored, but Dr. Bier, 
who attended hdni. .says that his eye- 
sight will not be injurt-d, and that 
ills injuries, while painful, are only 
temporary. 

He was taken to his home, 210 West 
Second street, and will not be on 
duty for a week or two. 

This, with the death of a calf which 
collided with a 44-calIbre bullet from 
a celebrator'.s revolver and suddenly 
departed this life, completes the list of 
the day's causalties. All of them occur- 
red within one or two hours during 
the afterno<5n, not an accident serious 
enough to warrant medical attendance, 
occurring during the morning. The night 
fireworks did not claim their usual list 
of victims this year, no one. so far 
as could be learned being burned by 
means of them. There were no run- 
aways of importance reported owing to 
the noi.sy celebration. 

On a wh(.le the celebration was de- 
cidedly sane. The one death was In 
no way connected with the usual cas- 
ualties of the Fourth, and all of the 
sufferers, will be about again in a 
week or so, many of them being at 
work or play again today. The police 
made a determined effort to stop the 
nuisance of placing caps on the car 
tracks, and succeeded as well as could 
be expected. The nuisance was far less 
pronounced yesterday than during tho 
evening before the Fourth,

AN EXPERT MARKSMAN. 

Scranton Republican: The terms 
"sharpshooter," expert marksman, etc.. 
which distinguish the classes of military 
riflemen are often puzzling to those not 
fi. miliar with rllle practice. 

To become a marksman one must make 
9S out of a possible 150 at 200. 300 and 600 
yards. The sharpshcx^iers must get 160 
out of 2<X) at 200, 300, 500 or 600 yards, be- 
sides doing well enough in skirmish to 
bring his total to 228, or two-thirds of the 
possible score. An expert must do all this 
and also score 40 out of 50 at aoo yards and 
33 out of 50 at 1.0<X) yards. The latter dis- 
tance Is mora than half a mile and the 
bullseye looks mighty small.

These two actions follow closely the 
suit brought by Joseph Sellwood. a 
few days ag<^>, to compel the return 
of money piiid by him for preferred 
stoek, and the cancellation of his 
note for the balance. Mr. Sell wood 
al.so chargtxl fraudulent representtions 
made to him, as an Inducement for 
him to buy the stock. 

Both Mr. Field and Mr. Ericson 
claim that numeious suits have been 
started against the ^t^alty company 
m Hennepin county, and that its 
money hivs been attached in the 
bank under garnishment proceedings. 

In nis coiDplaint Mr. Field says that 
the general nature of the business of 
the We.stern liebenture & Realty com- 
pany. acet)rdinK to an am»'nilment to 
its artielts nf incorporation, was the 
loaning of inoiie.v either for itstlf or 
as the agent for others, on mortgages 
Or securities «ither than farm lands, 
aiul for the purihase and sale of real 
• state, the negotiation and sale of so- 
called accumulative and coupon bonds 
of the company either pai«^ up or on 
tne installment plan, with real estate 
.•it'curily. 

The tapital stock of the company, at 
first $l(K),WHt. waa, liy amendment of its 
articles of incorporation, increased to 
$5(.<»W0. of which 4,000 shares are pre- 
ferred stock and 500 shares are com- 
mon stock. 

Mr. Field claims that certain of the 
officers of the comi^ny without his 
knowledge or conseni, and without au- 
thority, amended the articles ot incor- 
poration recently so that the preferred 
stockholders hail no vote at the meet- 
ings, the plan being to throw the en- 
tire control to themselves as the own- 
era of practically all the common stock. 
S«»U1 I.iarge lilocks of Stock. 

It is charged by Messrs. Field and 
Erlckson that for several months last 
past the defendant company has been 
actively engaged in Minnesota and 
elsewhere selling preferred and com- 
mon stock and its so-called accumula- 
tive gold bonds, and In purchasing real 
estate. It maintained an office and 
agent in Imlulh. , , »« 

11 is claimed that upwards of 373 
shares of preferred stock, 415 of com- 
mon stock and accijmulatlve gold bonds 
to the ultimate face value of about 
$130,000, have been sold. 

Mr Field claims that he is the owner 
of live shares of preferred stock, for 
which he paid $J»00 cash, and of twenty 
shares for which he conveyed, as a 
consideration, an undivided half of lots 
9 and 10, block 88, Portland division of 

Duluth. ^ ^ w « 

Mr Erlckson claims that he has five 
shares of preferred stock for which he 
paid $250 cash and gave his note for the 
balance of $250. due July 16, 1907: that 
he subscribed for two accumulative in- 
vestment and Income gold bonds, pay- 
ing $71.57 each and agreed to pay $71.57 
on each every twelve months for a 
period of ten years. At the end of the 
time Mr Erlckson. according to agree- 
ment, was to draw out $1,000. He now 
demands that the money he has paid In 
be returned and that the note be can- 
celled, also the stock. 

Fraud Is CliargtHl. 

It Is claimed by both Mr. Field and

Both claim to have tendered their 
stock for cancellation, but the offers 
were refused.

It is alleged that the plaintiffs, if they 
have not the • right to surrender th«

Let FilentJs Out. 

It is charged that officers of the com- 
pany at Minneapolis, witlK>ut the knowl- 
edge or consent of the l^uluth officei-s or 
stockholders, have accepted the surrend- 
er of a considerable amc>unt of preferred 
stock from many responsible stocklioid- 
ers. who have attempted to escape lia- 
bility. Messrs. Field and Erickson claim 
that unles.s the court restrains the com- 
pany from accepting any more such sur- 
renders c>f stock those responsible for 
the liability will be permitted to get out 
and the burden will fall on the Inno- 
cent purchasers. 

Another of the charges of fraudulent 
practice is the alleg<-d action of certain 
officers in passing an amendment which 
In effect prevents tlie sale of any of the 
common stock until the other share- 
holders have been notified and have been 
given an option to purcha.<»e It. 

Mr. Field claims, also, that he is an 
unsecured creditor of the Wt stern de- 
benture & Realty comp:iny. He claims 
that between Jan. 11. 1907 and June 29. 
\Wi. he acted as the real estate agent, 
locally, for the corporation, and pur- 
chased certain prop*-rty and collected 
ctrlain moneys. Ht- claims that he was 
promised a compensation of $815.55. but 
was never a'ble to collect more than 
$24'.t.98 of that amount. He desires judg- 
ment against the companv for the bal- 
ance of $523.57. 

Judge IHbell has granted the tempor- 
ary injunctions prayt<l for the order to 
shoT^' cjiuse being returnable at the spe- 
cial term of district court tomorrow. 

The suits that have been started 
against the Debenture & Realty cc»mpany 
have aroused lively Interest in Duluth, 
where <iulte a number of prcmilnent men 
have either bought or subscribed for 
stock. One of these, declared this morn- 
ing that he was disgusted, and claimed j 
that the realty company Is simply an- j 
other of the many Minneapolis financial ; 
schemes that have gold-brleked Duluth ! 
men. I

The president is oompillng my future 
speeches for me." 

Mr. Bryan look a fling at the presi- 
dent's cabinet, saying that there was 
not a man in it who agreed with 
Roosevelt. Refer,-ing to the controversy 
between the United States and Japan, 
Mr. Bryan, who during his trip around 
the world, visted the Eastern empire, 
said a little more backbone at Wash- 
ington would settle the differences for 
all time to come without a conflict be- 
tween the two nations. 

"Japan will follow in the path of 
Spain and other nations once powerful 
unless there is a religious awakening 
in that country," he said.

THE FUTURE 
OFJOCIETY 

Is Discussed by Professor 

Ross of Wisconsin 

University. 

Predicts Many Changes 

in tlie Next Thirty 

Years. 



Madisrm, Wis.. July 6.— "Our crowded 
I colleg<-s are rearing a breed that will 
not daiice before the golden caft, and 
i from these ceniers most of the social 
i lea-dership of the future Is bound to 
: come," .said Prof. E. A. Ross, head of 
j'the He»cioli>gy department at the Unl- 
! versify of Wisconsin, in a lecture on 
j "The Nt^r Future of American So- 
jciety" given to summer students yester- 
day atternoon. He spoke particularly 
of the influence upon America's stfcial 
development of the disappearance of 
j free land, ajid predicted many changes 
I in the next thirty years. Chief among 
; these were the large growth in govern- 
> ment control of public utilities, a shift 
in the lien of cleavage in political pitr- 
tics, and a change in the standard of 
' human worth from money to efficiency. 
jHe made a forecast of the prc)balile 
I v.'orkings of the mounting tendencies 
'discernible under the surface of Am- 
; erica 31 society, speaking, onefly, a*> fol- 
lows: 

I "The sharpest corner American socie- 
ty has turned since the destruction of 
slavery was that In the e arly "SOs, 
whe-n the lust lK>Tnestea<l In the rain 
belt was taken up. It closed the ex- 
pansive free land epcKh, and ushered in 
' the erti of limited natural opjKirtunl- 
I ties and intensivesive development. In 
I the last four census years the contri- 
bution of farms to our domestic ex- 
IHirts was respectively 92, h'Z, 73 and CO 
per cent, showing the declne in rela- 
tive importance of agriculture an the 
i extension of the crop bearing area 
i slackens. There Is, to be sure, a gTe^at 
irrigable are-a, but its development will 
ha slow and costly. . 

"As the West and South acquire their 
due quota of peoplt-, factories and cities 
' will multiply in tljeJTJ,; and the inter- 
; change of g<X)ds between crowded East 
; and farming West will become less ex- 
; aggerated. We may look for Nf»rth- 
and-South traffic and gaii-. on Ea^n-and- 
I West traiflc. Home majktits will di- 
versify crops, and the soil will no long- 
er Ic worn out in growing only ex- 
portable staples like wheat, ctuton, and 
tobacco. Farming will become Inten- 
sive, and the unit of tillage will l>e- 
com.e smaller. In the first half of the 
■JtOs thrte-fourths of inir domestic ex- 
I>orts were agricultural products; in 
the second half of the deaido only two- 
thirds. As we sek outlets for suri^Uis 
manufacture* lather than fiK)dstuff9 
and law rr.atenals, we shall addre-sa 
our.«elveH more to the under- developed 
countries of South America, Africa, and 
the Orient. The gashing of the Pana- 
ma i.«thmus win hasten our industriali- 
zation. and make the F'acific coast al- 
most our front door. The East, with its 
ships and mills; tlie Center, with its 
furnaces and forges; the South, with its 
slave-work, d idantatieuis; the W<est, 
with its farms, and the Far East, with 
its ranches and mines, instead of con- 
stituling distinct basins In which un- 
like types of society develop, will merge 
Into a single great national basin filled 
with one rich and highly diversified 
social life. Steam m;us.se<l people, but 
electricity is dispersing them. When the 
mechanic comes tr< think nothing of 
living ten miles from his work, the 
slum will vanish and the city will dlf- 
the ac- ' '"s*^ its<lf into the country. Already 
ln'terur1:)an trolley lines are revolution- 
j Izlng the farmer's life. 
. "Nowhere wi'.l the .spirit of association 
, thrive so mightily in the course of the 
I next thirty years a*; among wage earn- 
ers. Throughout wide arenas of employ- 
ment the individual bargain, with un- 
I derpayment ami Mppre.«sion. will give 
place to collective bargaining, aintl the 
sellers of labor efnialized at last with 
the buyers in respect to l^argaining 
XK'wer. will command approximately the 
true market value of their services. L.i- 
bor org«nizatic»ns. once outlawed. nf)W 
tolerated, will eventually enjoy in hiwr 
and in. opinion tf;ual rank with car- 
pfirations as pillars of our srvciety. 

The slate will bulk bigger than It 
does tcMlay and th. net of regulation 
that it casts over husiness will have a 
finer meish. It Is thinkable that cer- 
tain str.ateglc businesses — telegraph, 
railroad, insurance, coal mining— may, 
on account of their re-guWtive influence. 
be taken over t>y governments, ci-rtam 
it is that a thick coHision mat of ad- 
ministrative bureaus and commissk^ns 
will be interi>osed to shield th* public 
from the sharp corners and rough sur- 
faces of the public service corporations. 
K(<»rds will be chargwl with looking aft- 
er banking, insurance, gas. electric 
lighting, stree-t cars, mines, factories, 
railroads, shipping tenements, elevators 
and st<-ck exchanges, (k)vernment will 
btcomt a giant purveyor of exact sta- 
tistical information regarding the inner 
workings of corpor.ition. As the tax- 
able social product grows, philanthropy 
and education wil Ibe fostered with a 
more generous hand. The public on- 
slaught on disea.se will develop from 
desultory bushwacking into a vast 
scientific warfare, and state aid 
search will reach proportions yet 
dreamed.

Earl Bixby, former advertising man- 
ager for the Wisconsin Grain & Slock 
company, resumed the witness stand 
when the luaring began tod.iy. H» 
added little to his testiirumy given yes- 
terday, save to state that both CJeurge 
W. Wood and L. A. Wood Had aided 
him with suggestions in preparing the 
market lett< rs. whim were sent out to 
various tirant h offices of the> concern. 

He declared that most of the "market 
gossip" contained In these letters 
emanated from his own brain, with the 
reports that came over the "ticker" as 
a basis. 

Ml. Bixby also was employed by the 
Edwards-Wood comj>an.v. which, it is 
the contention of the givernment. be- 
came the Wisconsin Grain & Stock 
company after the court had ruled the 
Edwards-Wood company out of exist- 
ence by injunctions.

Imt the mid- 
shipman, who was suspended for a year 
for punishment, was hatinted by the 
spectre of the dead man lying on the 
ibank of Naaman's Crc>ek. slain by his 
hand, and died a prematurely old man 
) after a lonely life, shut «>ut from all 
hope of preferment in the navy, lie 
jwas buried by the newspaper men of 
I New York, who erected a tombstone 
; over his grave.

Alderman M. J. Filiatrault, the West 
Duluth undertaker, has ready for its 
initial test a device which is calculated , 
to revolutionize the work of searching 
for bodies of people who lose their 
lives by drowning around the shores of 
Lake Superior and other clear water 
bodies, where the water is reasonably 
shallow. 

The device is a flat-bottomed boat, 
a portion of the bottom being of glass. 
The boat was constructed by James 
Dass, a boat builder living at the foot 
of Sixty-fifth avenue west, and is 
strongly built. A piece of i>late glass, 
fourteen inches scjuare. has been set 
in the bottom of the boat about mid 
way between the ends. Over the glass 
is set a funnel shaped tube, about 
large enough to alhnv the in.'^ertlon of 
a man's head, and it is provided with a 
hood, to be pulled over the top to ex- 
clude all light. 

It is claimed for the boat that in 
clear water one may insert his head in 
the funnel, draw^ the hood over and 
see far down iP»o the depths of the 
lake or river, and easily distinguish 
bodies on the bottom. If this be true. 
Mr. Filiatrault figures that in 
points of the bay and on the St. 
river and surrounding streams it 
would be possible to locate the bodies 
of people who drown, without th- 
trouble and suspen.se of the present 
system of blindly grappling with 
hooks In the hope of coming across 
the body. . ^ . 

The success of the device is based 
on the ordinary laws of light. A per- 
son looking down into a body of water 
from above the surface is forced to 
embat the glare of light reflected from 
the surface. The vision is thus im- 
paired, and one cannot distinguish ob- 
jects as far under the surface as 
be the case were there 
the light rays. However,

But Assessor's Figures 
Show Healthy Increase 
in Duluth's Prosperity. 

Duluth's personal property incre.TSO 
during th« past year was not pro- 
portionate to the increase of some 
years back, according to the report of 
City Assessor W. L. Jackson which 
was completed yesterday. The total 
of the personal property in the <lty 
this year is estimated by the assess- 
ors at J8.77B,0i;i. as comiiared with |8,- 
385f'04 last vear. This is an Increase 
of less than $390,000 during the year, 
while the increase between the ye.-irs. 
of 1905 and 1906 w.as $1.619,37«, the 1906 
assessment being $ti.i*(><),528. 

The big Increase last year led those 
who had been w.atching the assess- 
ment figures to predict a possible $10,- 
000,000 this vear and the comparatively 
small Increase was <lisappointing. A 
number of the items of the jissess- 
ment show a decided growth in Du- 
luth's possessions during the year^ 
however, and It is probable that tbe 
actual change is greater tnan is 
shown by the assessor's figures. 
For example the ready cash of Du- 
lo ' luth's citizens is assessed at $'J1S,9'.7 this

UNITED STATES 
STEEL SURPLUS 



Next Quarterly State- 
ment to Sliow Largest 
Surplus Ever Reported. 

Philadelphia, July 6.— The FinancMal 
Bulletin says: The next quarterly 
statement of the United States Steel 
corfsoration will reveal a total surplus 
of approximately $l(i.'.,000.000, the larg- 
est ever reported, and comparing with 
$30,950,249 at the time the company 
was organize<l. Had the carrK)ration 
appropriated nothing for new con- 
i struction over tho last eighteen 
months its surplus ttxlay would be 
approximately $185,000,000. 

Naturally there is much dls-satisfac- 
lion ajnong certain common stock- 
holders over the action of the steel 
directore in paying such small divi- 
dends on the common 8tc>ck and 
making such large api»ropTlatlona for 
new construction. This dissatisfied 
element holds that the corporation 
directorate ought to pay at le»ast 4 
per cent on the comiuion stock and 



j deiLOte the remaining surplus to new 
construction. If they see fit to do so. 
j They argue that the small dividend 
I now paid on the c-ommon stock In the 
lac* of such iajge earnings Is an in- 
justice. 

t'n the othej* hand, steel manufac- 
turers say if the Stc-el corporation 
dots not keep pace with the increaso 
in steel consumption, who will? The 
corporation controls at»out 50 i>er ctmt 
of the steel production of the United 
States, and its growth In output has 
not been proporUonately as large as 
that of its competitors. For example, 
the corpoi-ation's production at tho 
time of its organization represented 
a larger percentage ot the country's 
total output than today. 

If the corporation m.aintalned an 
indifferent attitude toward increasing 
its production, a famine in ste^ 1 would 
in all probability develop within the 
next ten years.

a 90-day trial of the new rate, Attorney General 
Hadley asked the railroads to cut off all passes 
except to employes during the trial, and one rail- 
road at least has consented. 

F'rom Chicago comes the news that the North- 
western railroads, during a 90-day test of the 2-cent 
fare law. will suspend all cut-rate business, so that 
from July 8 there will be no more excursion rates 
of any sort on the railroads of Illinois, Iowa, Mis- 
souri, Minnesota and Nebraska. 

The Hadley proposition is fair, but the other 
proposal is not, or at least it does not look fair. 
.\t tirst glance one might imagine that they were 
the same, but they are diametrically opposite. 

If the Missouri roads cut off passes during the 
trial, it means that all passengers will pay fare, as 
they will be doiiig in all states very shortly. The 
elimination of passes will make up in a large degree 
for the losses of receipts through reduced rates. 
The Hadley proposal, therefore, will have a ten- 
dency to make the 2-cent trial a success, and it is 
fair enough. 

To cut off excursion rates, however, seems to 
amount to a deliberate attempt to reduce earnings, 
and thus to prove that the 2-cent rate is confisca- 
tory. The railroads have made money on their 
excursion rates in the past, and they would make 
money now if they continued them. Everj- road, 
for instance, has reduced rates to fishing and pleas- 
ure resorts over Sunday, and money is made by 
attracting abnormal travel through these low rates. 

If these rates are cut off, the greater part of the 
Sunday excursion business will be cut off also, and 
an important source of summer revenue abolished. 
This will have a tendency to show decreased earn- 
ings, which showing will be used to attack the 
2-cent rate.

BETTER MEDICAL EDUCATION. 

As a result oi its meeting last m«>iifh the x\mer- 
ican Medical ass .ciatioii has started a campaign 
for belter mettical education in this country, and 
it IS able t • make a >!iowing that fully warrants 
ihc movement and that forms a strong appeal for 
public support. 

It is disi. iimforting to note, from the circular 
that ! ;. iSMied by the association, that there 

are so-calied medical schools in this country that 
arc busin. tises. pure and simple, and that 

amount t j.; more than diploma-factories. 

They tut; alleged doctors that have no more 

business to be treating the sick than graduates of 
a business college. 

There are 160 medical schools in this country, 
and acording to the association about 50 per cent 
of these are well enough equipped to teach mod- 
ern medicine About 30 p -r cent are doing poor 
work and need to make threat improvements in 
their facilities and character of instruction to bring 
them to an acceptable standard, while about 20 per 
■ cent have no claim to recognition whatever Vet 
thi. er cent are turning out every year men 

cahe<i uoctors. and the public has no means of 
knowing whether the doctors it patronizes come 
from the 50 per cent class or the 20 per cent class. 
The circular makes an appeal for proper state 
control, and for financial support.

A SUCCESSFUL FAILURE. 

The trouble with many men that have proved 
to be failures is that they have been too easilj' 
discouraged. 

If a man has the right spirit, failure only makes 
him grit his teeth and plunge in again with a 
great determination to win. 

Failure kills a weak man; it makes a strong 
man angry, and his anger gives him greater 
strength and a more forceful determination. 

Just for instance, the Los Angeles Times the 
other day told in its local columns the story of a 
Honolulu banker, who was passing through the 
city on his way east. 

Twenty-seven years ago he was a poor and am- 
bitious boy, struggling to get a start in life. He 
entered a bank on a small salary, worked hard and 
faithfully, gained the confidence and esteem of his 
employers, and was promoted time after time, each 
advance giving him a place of greater trust and a 
higher salary. On the side he made business ven- 
tures for himself that proved profitable. 

Then, finally, he became the head of the bank 
in which he had worked, and his wealth was count- 
ed in millions. 

He was now at the pinnacle of his career. Hav- 
ing made the banking business his life's work, hav- 
ir.g risen to the captaincy of a large banking insti- 
tution, and having accumulated an immense for- 
tune, he might have said that he was contented. 

But his fortune only gave him a thirst for more 
wealth, and though his business iutcrei^ts were 
world wide, and he had more money than he could 
possibly spend, he branched out still further and 
assumed greater risks in the hope of greater gains. 

But he branched out too much and ventured 
too far. A sudden turn in his luck caught him with 
unprotected speculative ventures, and he failed for 
$50,000,000. 

Thus, in his middle age, he found himself bank- 
rupt. He was as poor as he was when he started, 
and poorer, because he owed money, and besides 
his health was gone. 

That would have finished many men, but not 
this one. In search of health he S(»ught a new 
and strange land. He went to Honolulu, and found 
the health he sought. Possessed of his strength 
and energy once more, he plunged again into busi- 
ness activity, and now he has built up a second 
fortune. It is not as great as his first one, but he 
doesn't want as big a fortune as he did before. 

Ho is never likely to try to spread over as much 
territory, or take so great a risk, as he did before. 
He has learned his lesson, and there are many 
others who might profit ni»t only by the lesson he 
learned m his experience with dangerous specula- 
tion, but by the lesson his story affords in his re- 
fusal to accept failure, complete and disastrous as 
it was. as final.

TWO-CENT FARE EXPERIMENTS. 

.\t present it is fair to state that the 2-cent fare 
basis <jt passenger rates is an experiment. The 
railroads assert that it is confiscatory, and that 
they will lose money by it. The states that have 
imposed this maximum assert, on the other hand* 
tliat the railroads will keep right on making money 
at the new rates, and that increased business will 
make up the loss of revenue caused by the reduced 
rates. 

Now if the courts decide that the railroads are 
riglit. and that they cannot make money on a 
2-cent liasis, the 2-ccnt fare laws will not stand, 
r.i,| should n<)t stand. If. on the other hand, it 

: >und that the railroads can do profitable busi- 
ness on a 2-cent maximum, the laws will stand, and 
should -Stand.

BETRAYED 
BY WOMAN 

Police Capture Teller 

Runyan and Part of 

Missing Money. 

Had Been In Woman's 

Apartments Since He 

Left Bank. 



New York. July 6.— Chester B. Runyan, 
the defaulting teller of the Windsor Tru-st 
company, was arrested In New York 
yesterday and $54,410 of the money stok^u 
from the bank was recovered. 

Runyan was found In the apartments of 
Mrs. Laura M. Carter of 619 West One 
Hundred and Forty-fourth street, where 
he had been since he walked out of the 
bank on Saturday with all the money In 
the teller's vault In his suit case. 

Mrs. Carter reported at the One Hun- 
dred and Twenty-rtfth street police sta- 
tion yesterday afternuon that Runyan 
was In her fiat. Five detectives at once 
accompanied Mrs. Carter to the 
Shu furnished them with a key to the 
apartment, and two of the detectives en- 
tered the room while the others remain-.-d 
outside. 

As the detectives entered Runyan was 
standing In front of a chiffonier. He 
turn.-d suddenly on the officers with a re- 
volver In his hand. The detectives rushed 
at him, telling him to throw up his hand.s. 
Ho thereupon dropped the revolver and 
calmly submitted to being handcufted. 
saying 'the jig is up.' When asked 
whera the money was, he said that part 
of it was in the suit case euid the rest was 
in a drawer of the chiffonier. 

When thu detectives had flnl.shod ran- 
sacking the flat. Runyan was taken to the 
police station. Mrs. Carter and her negro 
maid. Mary Duncan, were also placed un- 
der arrest. 

At the station Runyan aulmitted his 
identity. 

When questioned alwut the whereabouts 
of the balance of the money mi-s.sing from 
the bank— the sum lost was -said to bo 
more than $a6,0()O-he stated that he had 
been sjieculating and had lost luavily, 
and Intimated that Mrs. Carter might 
know something about any money that 
was missing. Mrs. Carter Indignantly 
denied that she had any of the money, 
and angiily told Runyan that she had 
betrayed him to the police, because he 
had lied to her and had not given her 
money as he had promi.sed. 

Runyan stated thai he had given Mrs. 
Carter $15,(XHJ. but this she denied. He 
said he gave her $5,0*^0 on Monday and 
fia,0O« this morninc- Mrs. Carter said 
that he gave hor $5,000 on Monday, but 
that she withdrew it from the bank and 
returned it to him. 

It also developed that Runyan gave 
Mrs. Carter a heavy gold bracelet and 
diamond ring on Saturday evening

The thrre^ Maine colleges. Bates, Oolhy. 
and the l^niversity ot Maine, will allow 
their athletes to play in the Maine state 
bas-eball league, without forfe-alng their 
standing as college r.thlete-s. When the 
league was started this year, the man- 
agers made alluring offers to the lead- 
ing .colloge athlete-» of the Ftate and 
they had liard work choosing between a 
chance to make a little mone-y during 
Ihe vaeat»c>n p*-rlod and losing their 
rights to participate further in college 
athle-lics. The ct)aches> saw that many 
of them would slip and thei-e would be 
a dearth of gcKid material for nines in 
the colleges next year so they did the 
next best thing and allowed the players 
to work for money. 

The Maine rclleges take the right view 
of the matter. .Many a college' student 
must wtrk every summer to help put 







his athletic prowess for ga.ln7 He isn't 
taking advajitage of the players of oili- 
er colleges, who have the same privi- 
lege. 

If a college man wants to play pro- 
fessional b^ill in the summer, he will 
do It anyway. In most cases and takt* 
chances on being diseovereel. There are 
hundreds of college players in league 
teams today, who will work for their 
college nines next spring. Some are un- 
der assumes! names, some In remote 
parts of the country, where there Is little 
chance of their l>eing discovered, and 
some playing openly. 

That conditnen doesn't tend to elevate 
the status ctf college athletics. The i>ow- 
ers that be might better allow them to 
play openly anel show ever\^thlng on tho 
surface than to foster a situation, which 
tends to bring out unfair methenis. 

It is charged that lf^ pre/fe^sslonal ball 
playing in the summer were allowed, 
avowed professional ball pjlayers would 
be brought into the colleges to play 
baseball. The rule works both ways. 
What's the difference? If a college is to 
stoop to underhand metht^is. it will do 
it rcgardle.>*s of rule-s. Few colloges will 
pay iKiseball players salaries for attend- 
ing school all year that tliey might play 
ball fc>r a few weeks In the .vprJrig and 
the rules would be arrjuiged so that such 
a cx.u.rse we)uld be necessary were ex- 
pert players to be introduced into the 
collc-ge nines. 

The Northern league has had its share 
of college ball players, who have re- 
turned to their colleges to play ball aft- 
erward.=. <.'on Lewis, now with Calu- 
met, played pmfessional ball in Up- 
per Michigan the yea.r before he cap- 
tained the University of Wisconsiln nine. 
"Hart." who caught for Fargo last year, 
was a catcher feir a prominent Western 
University and "Hart" wasn't hds name. 
Many edher cases could be cited. The 
colleges may as well let the ball play- 
ers turn their usefulne-ss to account, as 
the standanl of athletics wouldn't be 
le-wered by a small in.rtlon If the col- 
lege players v.'orklng at baseball In the 
summer months.

TRAINLVG HORSES FOR WAR. 

Germany needs 1.000.000 horses for 
cavalry and artillery to put her c<:>los- 
sal forces in the field; France requires 
probably 750,000, and even Great Brit- 
ain neded as many as 230.0i>j in South 
more of a dray ! Africa while she was fighting the Boers. 

Although England In peace time 
mount; only two-thirds of her cavalry 
her horse bill amounts to about $400,000 
a year— a figure which may be mul- 
tiplied by four or five for the German 
army. 

In most countries omnibus, farm and 
domestic horses are registered as being 
available in time of war for mi.scel- 
laneous service, and for this anything 
from $30,0W to $1.jO,000 a year may be 
paid by a military nation. 

France spends upwards of SCOO.OOO a 
year on horses for her great armies. 
As a general rule, says a writer in the 
Circle, the recruits are five years old 
and cost $200 each.

Ex-Senator Alleged to 
Derive $25,000,000 In- 
come by Big Deal 



New York, July 6.— By the decision 
of Judge Amend, in the .special sessions 
of the supreme court, which was made 
public a few days ago ex-.Se«ator Wil- 
liam A. Clark must account for all the 
dealings of the United Verde Copper 
company, involving the sum of more 
than $300,000,0t)0. The decLsion comes 
after eight years of litigation, as th.3 

result of a suit brought by George A. 
Tread well, for the minority of stock- 
hoJdere. 

According to Charles W. Demond, 
coun.sel for Mr. Treadwell, the investi- 
gation which the court orders will 
show that .Senator (^lark now derives 
an income of $25,000,000 a year from i 
United Verde, much of which. Mr, De- j 
m.>nd .says, should have been turned 
over to Treadwejl. 

Judge Amend. In his ruling, says that 
the sale of the property of the United 
Verde C.)pper company to a reorganiza- 
tion committee for $500,000, although 
the property is valued at $90,000,000, was 
Illegal, and that the property shall re- 
vert to the original .sittxikholders. This 
sale, according to Treadwell. was made 
for the reason that his 620 shares, in- 
stead of being rated at $.")00 a share, 
which he says is their re*il value, would 
be valued at only al>out $3 a share. 

Judge Amend furthermore holds that 
ex-Senator Clark shall permit Tread- 
well to make a thorough investigation 
of all the United Verde property, from 
which he alleges he has hitherto been 
barred by Clark, and shall be permitted 
to go through the l>ooks of the corpora- 
tion, as well as malte an examination 
of the mines. 

•Ex-Senator Clark must now make 
public all the my.siterlous methods by 
which he has conducted the business of 
United Verde since 18S8, when he first 
came into control of the company," .said 
Mr. Demond. 

"It has Ijeen estimated tliat the mines 
have produced $300,000,000 worth of min- 
eral during the twenty years," said an 
American representative. ''Is that 
figure approximately correct?" 

"It is most difficult t.i put any 



fore Ju.stlce Beach, a surveyor using 
a diamond drill and .starting at a 
central point in the company's hold- 
ing had found copper ore of won- 
d.-rfully pure character within a 
radius of 10.000 feet, or a little less 
than two miles, in all directions. 

Furthermore, the plaintiff asserted, 
the ore is al.so rich in gold and silver, 
from the mining of which there Is said 
to be almost unlimited wealth, even 
were the copper with which it is most 
heavily laden, eliminated. According 
to testimony .set forth by Treadwell, 
the pre.sent ore runs 600 ounces of silver 
to the ton, and for each ton of raw ore 
there is extracted $2,000 worth of gold, 
or about $1 a pound. 

When .Senator Clark took the stand 
he testified that he had bought the 
slock of the United Verde when it was 
cheap, and considered of little account. 
He desjcribed the inadequate machinery 
tliat he found above and l>elow ground, 
and that it was not unti' he had ob- 
tained control and been thus enabled 
to make improvements, that the mine 
began to pour out the millions. 

He said he never hesitatCKi to ad- 
vance money after the rare value of 
the property became evident to him. He 
admitted that he did not \vait to call 
the board <>f directors together be- 
fore abtaining authority to buy ad- 
jacent properties, but went ahead and 
secured them, whereupon he turned 
them over to the company for what he 
paid for them. 

He said that he trusted entirely to 
the directors that they would reimburse 
him. This, he declared, was the only 
way in which a transaction of such 
importance could be conducted. If he 
had waited for the board to assemble, 
and had discussed the subject, the price 
of the desired property would have ad- 
vanced to prohibitive figures.

New York, July 6.— By the decision 
of Judge Amend, in the .sp^Miial sessions 
of the supreme court, which was ma<le 
public a few days ago ex-Seiiator Wil- 
liam A. Clark must account for all the 
dealings of tlie United Verde Copper 
company, involving the sum of more 
than $300,000,000. The deci-sion comes 
after eight years of litigation, as the 

result of a suit brought by George A. 
IVf^dw**!!. for the minority of .>5tock- 
holders. 

According to Charles W. Demond, 
coun.sel for Mr. Treadwell, the investi- 
gation which the court orders wili 
show that Senator Clark now derives 
an income of $1^5.000,000 a year from 
United Verde, much of which, Mr. De- 
mi>nd says, should have been turned 
over to Treadwell. 

Judge Amend, in his ruling, says that 
the sale of the property of the United 
Verde Copper comp.iny to a reorgani^^a- 
tion committee for $.500,000. although 
the property is valued at $9O.(JO0.00O, was 
Illegal, and that the property shall re- 
vert to the original .stockholders. This 
sale, according to Treadwell, was made 
for the rea.son that his 020 shares, in- 
stead of being rated at $.')00 a share, 
which he says is their real value, would 
be valued at only alxjut $.3 a share. 
Judge Amend furlhf^rmore holds that 
ex-Senator Clark shall permit Tread- 
well to make a thorough investigation 
of all the United Verde pr-vperty. from 
which he alleges he has hitherto been 
barred hy t'lark, and shall he permit t<:'d 
to go through the iKJoks of the corpora- 
tion, a-s well as malte an examination 
of the mines. 

"Ex-Senator Clark must now make 
public all the mysterious methods by 
w hich lie has conducted the business of 
United Verde since 18S8, when he first 
came into control of the company." .said 
Mr. Demond. 

"It has Ijeen estimated that the mines 

have produced $300,000,000 worth of min- 

jeral during the twenty years." said an 

I American represenUUive. "Is that 

i figure approximately correct?" 

"It is most difficult to put any 
'figures on the amount involved," said 
Mr Demond, "for the rea.son that the 
' Clark regime has hid the true facts 
!fram the public. If the ex-senator's 
I income now Is $25,000,0<W a year 
I United Verde, the total for 
I twenty years would make 
' a conservative estimate."

Quite the newest Idea In maids' 
aprons is the Princess niodel, and this, 
as its name Implies, suggests being 
cut ail in one piece. As a matter of 
fact, however, only the front in the 
form of a panel and about four inches 
of the lower edge are cut In one piece, 
the remaining portions carrying out the 

design of the conventional models, to 
wh'lch the panel part is connected by 
means of a strip of embroidery inser- 
tion. The material is gathered al the 
top and taken into the belt from the 
panel, closing in the back without ends. 

Shoulder straps o fthe insertion edged 
with a frill support the the apron from 
the bib, buttoning to the belt in the 
back. Another variation of this style 
has a plain front panel, the side por- 
tions gathered into a belt at the top 
and hemmed and tucked on the bot- 
tom. The front is then jouied with tiie 
insertion, while a third, closely follow- 
ing these lines, shows a ruifle (instead 
of the hem and tucks), headed by the 
Insertion, which, however, does not ex- 
tend across the front panel. 

This kind of apron will be worn by 
the up-to-date waitress and chamber- 
maid. They may be bought lor from 
Ji.DO upward, according to the quality 
and decoration. 

For general wear of waists in such 
capacities the large white lawn aprons 
daintily hemstitched are much in de- 
mand. These are in the usual style, 
a long full apron showing a wide hem 
and dt.-ep tucks on the mottom, the 
top taken into a btlt finished with long 
ends. Bretellts pass over the should- 
ers and hem. tucks, ends and bretelles 
are all finished with hem stitching. This 
model will cost $1.H8, «nd a similar 
kind trimmed with embroidery, not 
! quite as dainty, however, as the hem- 
j stitched, may be purchased at the same 
! price. 

I The ideal apron for cooks wear Is a 
1 medium weight butchers' linen. On this 
material stains are not quite so obstm- 
ate to remo\e, and as it is only reason- 
able to suppose that garments used in 
kitchens will pick up spots and a model 
from such goods is convenient to pos- 
sess. A deep hem on the bottom and 
a large, substt^ntiai looking square bib, 
simply hemmed ail around, will serve 
as a style for the culinary department, 
though shoulder straps may be added. 
Some people object to pins being used 
to secure the bib, for fear of their drop- 
I ping into dishes while cooking, but 
. there could be no objection to the use 
of small safety pins, and I think that 
I these provide a better setting to the 
I bib than do the straps, for they keep 
: It trimmer, ao they can be placed at 
any spot desired. 
Nurses' aprons do not vary much. 



Those without bretelles or shoulder- 
straps art- considered smarter than . 
those so dec(»rated, and the usual finish 
is a hem and tucks at the bottom, a 
fairly heavy lawn being the material 
preferred. For general nursery wear 
there is no fabric that will give the 
service English long cloth furnislies. 
It Is soft, fine, yet extrtmely sub- 
stantial. 

Tlie daintiest designs are those pro- 
vided for the waitress when supposed- 
ly dressed. The small round shape of 
the cenvintional stage maiil, with a. 
tiny bib to match, is the most popular. 
There Is really no end to the ways of 
decorating these cf)quettlsh bits of gar- 
ments, although a frill is the general 
finish to the outer t dge. This may be 
of the apron material, or of a quality 
even more sheer, vimply hemstitched' 
or lace trimmed. Inside, narrow In- 
sertion lace runs riot in a bow knot de- 
sign in one case, motifs of embroidering 
appliqued take a second form of dteor- 
ation, while diamonds of the goods, 
outlined with narrow lace, form a. 
border all around inside the frill. The 
tiny bib is, of course, trimmed to match, 
and, indeed, the only way the waitress' 
apron differs from that worn at the 
chafing dish by her young mistress. Is 
that the latter employs ribbon ties 
instead of the narrow belt of the ser- 
vant's. Aprons of this description may 
be bought for from $1 upward. 

For madame's personal att* nd.int the 
English lady's maid's apron is the pre- 
ferred model. This is like the style • 
worn by nurses, being very large and 
full. The material is of handker- 
chief linen, with a hem five inches 
deep on the bottom, which in its turn 
Is buttonholed In round scallops on the 
edge. The apron completely covers the 
dress, and Is taken into a plain belt 
with gathers. 

The commodious pfK?kets for holding 
brushes and other toilet requisites are 
hemmed and scalloped on their upper 
edges to match the hem.

That Is. he has the contract 
for lightning and cleaning all of the 
government lamps in the harbor every 
day— he has had it for many years, but 
the real government lamijlighters are the 
captains and crew of Mr. Witts two 
tugs whkh daily make the rounds of 
lilt loirbor. 

Tljest two tugs are the Herman Witt 
and the Edna and thtvart in charge of 
Capt. J. L. McLain and Capt. Ed. La 
Joie respectively. The tugs are of the 
smaller type of harbor crafts, but are 
swifter than the average, and on ac- 
count of their small size are best 
adapted to run around in narrow slips 
and over shallow places. 

In aJl there are just two dozen lights 
kept burning for the government by 
these two tugs. Each light burns lor 
twenty-four hours and each is 
thoroughly cleaned and relighted every 
day. The lights are spread over a 
large harbor territory, as the Duluth- 
Superior harbor is one of the largest 
on the lakes and It takes the boats 
several hours to make the rounds every 
day. 

As a general thing the two boats di- 
vide up the territory and each captain 
and crew clean and replenish the oil 
In twelve lights. The tug Edna usual- 
ly lakes the territory In Superior bay 
south of the Interstate bridge and in- 
cludmg the lights In Allouez bay and 
those on the way to that end of the 
harbor. The Herman Witt takes the 
rest of the lamps, including those on 
the northern end of Superior bay and

Th« above aiu)tatli>ii.s, l)oth axiomatic, 
demonstrate the truism of socialism. Tliat 
which man produces by his own individual 
effort Is his against tlie world. The right 
of eaeh man to possession of things pru- 
dueed by hinuself. or for whioh lie has 
given etjulvak'nt. in human toil, socialism 
rrcognlze.s as unvlolablf^ Edward Bel- 
lamy puts it tersely when h«' -s.iys that 
•man Is entitled to what hu produces, 
only that which ho produ>-es, and nothing 
more than what he producs." 

Socialism proves by all history that 
property as now pt>sse3ed is owned, not 
by rwason of personal labor pt>wer em- 
bodied by the present owners, but that, 
as a matter of fact. po.=ses3ion and owiu-r- 
shlp are baaed upon conquest, inheritance 
and exploitation. That this is a true 
statement netds no very* sharp eye to 
observe nor keen ear to detect, the evi- 
dent>'8 are a liand everywhere. 

Under primaeval conditions properly 
resulted wholly from conauest. In the 
struggU' for oxistence betwt^en man and 
man and between tribe and tribe, the 
vanqu'shvHl became the slaves, and esaen- 
t tally tho property of the victors. In 
lat'-r times and under more 3yst»;niatlzed 
conditions, with a properly defense; or- 
ganization evolvf'd. the right of Inherit- 
anct^ b^-eamH a custom that the organiza- 
tion uf stale reoognlzod and protected. 
and under more modern conditions— rhe 
present— the state exercises and logalizta 
all threo— dlplomatlrally. of course— as es- 
stjntlal to tile progress of human weal. 

When Christian nations send tunoffl- 
clally> mis.-<i)narles to convert the 
•heathen Chines to Christianity, and 
thereby in^-id'^ntally rouse the animosities 
of the Ignorantly superstitious who can- 
not very readily ab.sorb religion that 
preafhe.*? salvation through dan.nation as 
a subsuluto for one that teaches that 
••before man can be made goo.l or happv 
his material wants must be provid d for." 
and as a con.sp.^uence. soni' blood is 
shed, immediately a howl go.-s up from 
the world of Christian nations, who aru 
only appeased when the Chine.se dragon 
strips part of his wearimj apparel (prop- 
erty) and hand.'i It over to his good Chris- 
tian brothers. Is not this property through 
Icontiuest? Are not all wars promulgated 
with the esp.>cial object in view of con- 
quest of land and property? 

When John J^icob Aslor the first cornea 
over to .Vmerlca a poor Utile boy ptMidler. 
savo.-f a few pennies, and through his 
shrewd foresight buys up a great portion 
of Manhattan Island for a few farthings, 
drtedlr.g these posse.ssions to his children 
1 and hfs children's children, does not this 
become possession ot property— legalised 
by the atate— by lnh».>rltance? 

When Andrew Carnegie dlscov«»r8 oppor- 
tunity knocking at his door, offering him 
benefits bused upon percentage on the 
number of workingraen— compelled by the 
law of n-cosslty to apply for Jobs in his 
mills— and acquires standing In the finan- 
cial wnil.l as a multl-mllllonalre. Is It 
not readily deducable that his wealth 
comes from the exploitation of his em- 
ploye'*, wliolly tho result of property la 
speci.ii privileges legalized by the state? 

8<.iclalism contends that war Is legalized 
murder, that Inheritance Is legalized op- 
portunity for the few. that exploitation is 
legalized robbery. Property In civilize.^ 
society Is the result of social effort. Man 
does not create;he discovers and differen- 
tiates. Social effort minimizes waste and 



systematizes production. The gigantic 
modern tools all had their crude begin- 
nings and can be trac-^d back to tho early 
history of man's advent on this planet. 
•'F^um the simple to the complex' ap- 
plies with equal force to the economic 
tools of mankind. Why, therefore, grant 
one man privileges iliat curtail and re- 
strain the many? Property In land gives 
the owner power over bis fellows. I'rop- 
erty In the machine thai Is of social or- 
igin, and is operated by the many for 
the prodiietloti of social utilities, is bane- 
ful, because It affords the owner power to 
i^xplolt (rteece) the workers of a great 
I)ortion of their products. 

Property in land and capital must be- 
come socialized to afford society the op- 
portunity to benerll. its units. Equal co- 
artnershlp anticipates the elimination of 
all exploitation from tho industrial field, 
and tlie logical sequence would be a 
broader humanity. 

Physically, mentally, morally, man to- 
day Is an Involuntary slave. As an Indi- 
vidual he Is helpless; as a <i4illcctivity. he 
can. with his mental knowledge, become 
the god of physical creation. 

"Then let us pray that come It may. 

As come it will for a' that. 
That sense and worth, oer a' the earth, 

Ma.v bear the gree and a' that; 

It's coniin' yet. for a' that. 
When man to man. the world o'er, 

Shall brlthttrs be for a' that.^'

PARKS NEED 
IMPROVING 

Inadequate and Disgust- 
ing Toilet Rooms Arouse 
Public's Ire. 

Conditions Are Cliaracter- 

ized as Being Disgrace 

to tlic City. 



"I wish you would start an agitation 
for the general improvement of toilet 
arrangements In our parks," said Clin- 
ton BriX)ke, merchandise broker, to The 
Herald this niiorning. "I aiu moflt 
familiar with the arrangements at Les- 
ter park, but feel sure that conditions 
at other local parks are not any bet- 
ter than they are there, if as good. 

'•This feature of the parks is a dis- 
grace to the city. Tucked away under 

the street car bridge at Lester park are 
two very small boxes of rooms, rough 
unpalnted pine boards, and very, very 
dirty. The unpalnted sides are covered 
with the vilest of pictures and the most 
obscene verses and lines. On the Fourtli 
with thousands of people at Lester, 
these two places were so dirty as to 
be positively sickening. 

"I cannot too strongly urge the build- 
ing of adequate toilet rooms with plenty 
of city water, and, if we live up to the 
other cities of the country, wiui a wo- 
men in charge of the ladies' toilet. Our 
picnic season is short, the running ex- 
penses would be light, and tliere is no 
reason in the world why we should not 
have these privileges, both comfortable 
and convenient," 

Hundreds of people have been heard 
to make unfavorable comment on the 
conditions as pointed out by Mr. 
Brooke. Probably no metropolitan cen- 
ter In the country has its park system 
so poorly e^uippe^ in this respect as 
Duluth. In all the improvements that 
are talked of for tiie parks, the authori- 
ties at?em to have overlooked the urgent 
necessity o'" '> "--? arrnnErrments.

A plan for a summer camp of the 
"open-face"' variety is pictured here, giv- 
ing boys a very good Idea of how to build 
ooe of hoards and canvas. The 'e for 
the camp sliould be very carcfiJIy se- 
lected, dryness of grouiid being the first 
consideration and priisSruIty to a Bprtog 
or weil of pure water being next consid- 
ered. It thf curnp Is to be pitched In the 
mountains do not decide on a spot near 
to a canyon, for n heavy nilnfull might 
prove dangiri'us, waslili;,:; nutiy not only 
the camp, but Its oc< Select a

The cooking utensils should ctmsist of 
coffee pot, long-bandied Iron or steel 
skniet (never mho a. frying pan. it is a 
enare and a delusion), a good sized Iron 
pot for lw)!llng corn and potatoes, and a 
tin pall for holding water. The dishes 
should consist of tin plates, cups. kit< hen 
knives, furks and spoons. If napkins 
are to be Indulged hi supply a few dozen 
paper ones. A white oilcloth serves finely 
for a table cover, and a Oat reck—or even 
the ground— will prove as good a table 
as Is wanted.

Hints On the Care of Pigeons. 



In the matter of pigeon culture many 
boys and girls over-do caring for them. 
Pigeons, to do well, should not be bandied 
much, if you have but a few pairs they 
may l)e housed In the warm barn loft or 
provided with a coop such as is built for 
poultry. But their house should be warm 
in winter and secure from draughts, for 
pigeons are very susceptible to cold. 

Those little toy pigeon structures that 
are perched on the tops of tall poles or on 
the sharp roofs of barns and out-houses 
are never satisfactory. In the first place 
they are too diminutive for the breeding 
of the birds and in the second place It is

and should be used always. A famous 
pigeon raiser gives the following dietary 
for pigeons : 

"The best grains ond the proper pro- 
portions to feed are — 

"Wheat, four parts; sifted cracked corn, 
two parts ; kaffir corn, two parts ; Canada 
peas, two parts ; bird millet, one part, 
(every second day). Fine charcoal, two 
parts, (once a weekj.*" 

Once or twice a week throw a handful 
or two of hempseed to the pigeons at 
noon. All other feeding should occur reg- 
ularly at seven o clock In ihe morning and 
four o'clock In the afternoon. The quan- 
tity of food per pigeon cannot be given. 
You must watch their eating and be gov- 
erned that way. There should always be 



food enough placed In the feed-boxes tO 
supply the meal and leave some for eat- 
ing later in the day. 

Plenty of fine gravel and crushed oyster 
shells should be sprinkled everywhere 
about the flying pens and Inside the feed- 
boxes as well. During the summer months 
some green food may be given to the 
pigeons, such as pepper grass, lettuce 
leaves and perhaps some cabbage leaves. 
Ahso a bag — cloth sack — of salt should he 
placed Inside a little wooden frame In the 
yard for the birds to pick. If the salt 
sack were opened tuey might get too much 
salt at times for their own good, so It Is 
better to let them pick through the coarse 
sack for it. In this way they'll get all 
ihey require.

Impossible to keep them clean, not speak- 
ing of the risk to the feathered occupants 
during the severe cold weather. So bear 
In mind that your pigeons must have 
large, well-ventilated, scrupulously clean 
houses. I'rovlde tobacco stalks — If possi- 
ble — for them to build their nests from. 
Hay or straw fosters lice. 

Pigeons must have plenty of flying 
room. If they are to he kept In a city or 
town where fl.ving about as free as the air 
Is not perml88il>le there must be a flying 
pen erected for them. This pen may be 
built on the plan of a miniature tennis 
court, being rcofed with close wire net- 
ting tbe same as the sides. About the 
Bides of the pen place a six-inch board, 
about four feet from the ground, for the 
pigeons to roost on and sun themselves. 
Also have several shallow vessels of wa- 
ter at>out the pen that the fowls may 
drink and bathe at will. These vessels 
should be filled twice a day with pure 
fresh water. Never allow the vessels to 
become dirty. Feed boxes save tbe food.
